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WILL PROTECT RESERVE] 





NEW-YORK NATIONAL BANKS TO 
TAKE CONCERTED ACTION. 


Enough Gold Will Be Deposited in 
Exchange fer Legal-Tender Notes 
to Keep the Store 
Above 8100,000,000—F, D, Tappan 
Makes a Patriotic Tour and Meets 
with Assurances of Co-operation

Steps were taken yesterday to unite the 


principal National banks of this city in a 
movement to protect the Government gold 
reserve. Recent large withdrawals of gold 
from the Sub-Treasury for shipment to Eu- 
Tope,.the disposition manifested in certain 
financial quarters to hoard the yellow 


metal, and the panicky condition of the 
stock market have caused some serious dis- 
cussions among observant and public-spirit- 
ed financiers within the past few days. 

Although no formal conferences were 
held, some of the leading bank Presidents 
exchanged views, and the conclusion was 
reached that the situation warranted ac- 
tion on the part of the banks, such as 
would allay public fears and revive confi-" 
dence in the stability of values. While 
there was no apprehension of immediate 
danger in consequence of the gradual de- 
crease in the Treasury gold reserve, the 
bankers believed that a public-spirited 
demonstration on their part might check 
the tendency to hoard gold. Therefore, an 
earnest effort was made yesterday to get 
the New-York banks to put $15,000,000 or 
$20,000,000 of gold into the Sub-Treasury, 
in exchange for legal-tender notes. 

FY. D. Tappen President of the Gallatin 
National Bank, called at several of the 
National banks down town early yester- 
aay morning, and propossei that as many 
of the banks as possible enter into an 
agreement to supply gold enough to the 
Sub-Treasury to carry the reserve above 
the one-hundred-million-dollar mark. Mr. 
Tappen’s mission was eminently success- 
tul. He found nearly all of his fellow 
bank Presidents heartily in accord with 
the proposition submitted, and at noon he 
Was able to say: “I am surprised and 
gratified at the readiness with which the 
requests for gold contributions have been 
complied with.” 

Por the reason that all of the banks 
callec on have not yet acted, Mr. Tappen 
and tre bank Presidents who were most 
active fr. their co-operation were disin- 
clined last evening to say just how much 
gold had been pledged to. the Sub-Treas- 
ury. ‘“‘ You may say,” said one of the 
Presidents, *“‘that there will be no trouble 
about raising $12,000,000 or $15,000,000—and 
perhaps $20,000,000—to aid in maintaining 
the Treasury gold reserve. Ten banks alone 
have to-day pledged enough gold to make 
this movement effective, and the officers 
and Directors of several other banks will 
undoubtedly take favorable action on the 
Proposition to-morrow.” : 

The National banks that are regarded as 
having been strongly in favor of this 
movement. from the outset are the Galla- 
tin, F. D. Tappen, President; the Chase, 
Henry W. Cannon, President; the’ First 
National, George F. Baker, President; the 
Chemical, George G. Williams, President; 
the Hanover, James T. Woodward, Pres- 
ident; .-the -Fourth National, J. Edward 
Simmons, President; the Importers and 
Traders’, Edward H. Perkins, Jr., Presi- 
ent; the National Park, Edward E. Poor, 
President; the City National, James Still- 
man, President; the National Bank of 
Commerce, W. W. Sherman, President; the 
Continental, Edmund D. Randolph, Presi- 
dent, and the National Union, Joseph C. 
Hendrix, President. 

The amounts of gold which the several 
banks agree to turn over to the Sub-Treas- 
ury vary. Each bank pledges as much as 
its officers feel that they can spare. The 
pledges yesterday ran from $250,000 to 
$2,000,000. While some of the banks have 
Several million dollars in gold in their 
vaults, other banks possess considerably 
less than one million. The aggregate 
amount of gold now held by the associated 
banks of New-York is in the neighborhood 
of $60,000,000. 

No ‘definite plan has been agreed upon 
regarding the manner and time of the de- 
livery of this gold to the Sub-Treasury. 
One of the Presidents said: ‘‘The Sub- 
Treasury can have the gold within forty- 
eight hours if necessary. We want the 
ublic to understand that the New-York 
banks are in earnest in their purpose to 
stand by the credit of the Government. In 
a certain sense, the present semi-panic is 
fictitious, and I do not believe that the 
Gisposition to hoard gold is likely to de- 
velop to any extent. Common sense ought 
to teach the people that there is no imme- 
diate financial danger. Grover Cleveland 
will be President until the 4th of next 
March, and we have abundant reason to 
expect that the Goverment’s credit will be 
protected as long as he is at the head of 
the Administration, 

“Of course, we do not want another 
bond issue at this time. Its effect on the 
general public might not be as reassuring 
as could be desired. I feel certain that 
this proposed action of the bankers in 
tendering $15,000,000 or $20,000,000 in gold 
to the Government will sufficiently meet 
the present emergency, and there need be 
no additional issue of Government bonds. 
'We shall certainly carry up the gold re- 
gerve to a figure several millions in excess 
of $100,000,000.”’ 

The withdrawals of gold from the Sub- 
Treasury yesterday aggregated $3,030,000, 
which left the gold reserve in the Govern- 
ment Treasury a little less than $90,000,000. 
In last January the reserve went down to 


$61,000,000. 

Nearly all of yesterday’s withdrawals 
were for shipment on to-day’s steamers, 
as follows: Heidelbach, Ickelheimer & Co., 

1,380,000; Lazard Fréres, $800,000; L. Von 

offman & Co., $650,000; Knauth, Nachod 
& Kuhne, $200,000. These shipments will 
consist of $1,550,000 in Assay Office fine gold 
bars and $1,480,000 in coin. 

When asked for an expression of opinion 
concerning the probable success of another 
Government bond issue, J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan said yesterday: “The Government 
would have no difficulty in selling bonds, if 
ft so desired. It is absurd to question its 
ability to do so. It would, however, be 
inexpedient, I think, to issue bonds now.” 

The determination of the New-York bank- 
ers to aid the Government in maintaining 
the gold reserve had a pronounced effect 
on the stock market. The news of what 
the bankers proposed to do reached the 
Stock Exchange just before 2 o’clock. Up 
to that time prices of securities had been 
tumbling with startling rapidity. Each 
stock on the list was assailed by the ve- 
hement bears, and to the ordinary investor 
interested in the preservation of norm 
values, the situation presented a rueful 
aspect. 

News of the bankers’ movement, how- 
ever, effected an immediate and radical 
change in the situation. The downward 
tendency of prices was checked abruptly 
and bids for securities mounted higher 
and higher, until the close of the Exchange. 
‘There was an average recovery within the 
jast hour of nearly two points. American 
Sugar Refiining certificates, which had 
dropped from 108% to 101, recovered to 
102%; American Tobacco, which had been 
hammered down from 57 to 55, went quick- 
ly back to 57; Chicago Gas had been forced 
rom 52 to 49%, but it closed at 5114; Mis- 
gouri Pacific had dropped from 17 to 15%, 
but it speedily got back to 17. 

Chicago, Burlington and Quincy suffered 
more than any security on the list. Start- 
fng at 66 early in the day, it was forced 
down to 62%, an@ on the general recovery 
it« gained only 1%, closing at 63%, a net 
loss for the day of 3 points. This stock

Rogk Island suffered a net 
loss of 3 points, dropping from 56% to 52%, 
and closing at 54. The total sales of stock 
in the Stock Exchange yesterday amounted 
to 412,382 shares. 





UNEASINESS AT WASHINGTON, 


Calculations at the Treasury Upset by 
Yesterday’s Withdrawals. 


WASHINGTON, July 20.—The withdrawal 
to-day from the New-York Sub-Treasury of 
$3,706,300 in gold has weakened the feeling 
of confidence expressed Saturday by Treas- 
ury officers that the gold reserve was in no 
immediate danger of being raided. At the 
close of business this afternoon the re- 
serve stood at $89,761,336.91. 

Of the total amount of gold withdrawn, a 
little over $3,000,000 is intended for export, 
and the officers estimate that about $700,- 
000 will be hoarded. Goldsmiths will em- 
ploy about.$10,000 worth. Should the with- 
drawals continue at this rate for a week 
the reserve will be down near ‘the point 
it occupied when the last issue of bonds 
was authorized. It is not believed that the 
President will permit it to get below the 
sixty-million-dollar mark. When the issue 
of $100,000,000 in bonds was made last Janu- 
ary the reserve was a trifle in excess of 
$61,000,000. 

There are conflicting views concerning the 
present raid. The heavy demand for gold 
last week was attributed to the belief that 
there was to be another bond issue. So 
widespread was this impression that As- 
sistant. Secretary of the Treasury Curtis 
felt called upon during his stay in New- 
York to assert that the Government did not 


contemplate another issue in the near 
future. 

As stated in these dispatches on Satur- 
day, the officers of the Treasury have been 
expecting some withdrawals of gold in the 
legitimate course of business. It was said 
Saturday that a net loss of a few millions 
@ month would not occasion concern. The 
demand made to-day upset these calcula- 
tions, and now the officers most concerned 
say, that they have no idea. what the next 
few days may bring forth. The rate of ex- 
change on Saturday ranged from 4.88% to 
4.89. As shipments have lately been made 
at 4.88, it is assumed here that the bankers 
who have handled the gold have found that 
rate to be profitable. 

In some quarters it is maintained that the 
unexpected demand for our gold is. due to 
foreign fear of the success of the silverites. 
The situation is a source of grave concern 
to those who are laying plans to stem the 
silver tide. A. prominent officer of the 
Treasury said this afternoon to the corr 
spondent of THE NEW-YORK TIMEs that ff 
the raid continued and the President was 
called upon to order another issue of bonds 
before Fall, the silverites would be supplied‘ 
with campaign material which would be of 
inestimable advantage to them. 

The report was circulated here to-day that 
a combination of New-York bankers was 
considering. the advisability of coming to 
the rescue of the Treasury with a suffi- 
cient amount of gold to tide over the pres- 
ent emergency. At the Treasury the hope 
was expressed that aid of this character 
would be. offered.. In the natural course, 
there soon will be a demand by the West 
for small notes to move the crops. In the 
meantime, the-Treasury must be strength- 
ened if the reserve is to be kept from 
dwindling. 


Action of Kansas City Banks. 

Kansas City, Mo.,: July -20.—All Kansas 
City banks to-day ceased issuing gold in ex- 
change for bills, payment of checks, and 
withdrawals of deposits. Cashier Rule of 
the Bank of Commerce, who returned from 
St, Louis this morning, said the banks there 
would take the same action...

that it was the evident intention of many 
_ depositors to‘ withdraw their deposits in 
gold and hoard the yellow metal in the be-

FORESTS AFLAME IMPERIL TOWNS. 





Smoke Darkens. the Sun at Spokane 
and Miners Flee for Life. 


SPOKANE, Washington, July 20.—The sun 
is hidden from view at this point by the 
smoke of forest fires that are raging in the 
mountains of this vicinity. Miners and 
prospectors are flocking down into the val- 
leys by hundreds, many of them having 
lost all they possessed, . 

W. F. Kollhauff and Frank Childs, who 
have just returned from the North Fork to 
the Salmon River, in British Columbia, say 
that the, fires have gained great headway 
there. These two men were engaged at the 
Arnold Mine, when the fire came down so 
fast that they barely escaped with their 
lives. The camp, with the shafthouse, tools, 


and supplies, was burned. The fire has not 
yet penetrated the thick underbrush of the 
nals being so far confined to the mount- 
ains. 

In the vicinity of Kaslo, Slocan, and 
Sando Cities, British Columbia, the miners 
have been compelled to flee for their lives. 
Around Rossland, British Columbia, it is 
still high on the mountains, but is rapidly 
sweeping downward. The flames have 
gained such headway that attempts to stop 
them are fruitless, 

The heavy timber around Rossland and 
Trail Creek has been cut away. There is 
little danger of these towns suffering, but 
the large mining plants near the former 
place and the big smelter at the latter place 
are in danger. Large crowds of men are 
fighting the flames night and day. The rail- 
Way company is having great trouble in 
running its trains on account of the burned 
trees which constantly fall across the 
tracks. The Calispel Mountains, a short 
distance from Spokane, are on fire, and the 
flames are fast creeping down into the val- 
ley and causing great alarm among the 
ranchers. 

On the Colville Indian Reservation seri- 
ous damage has been done, and the worst 
is yet to come. Prospectors coming in from 
that section say that the damage to timber 
will amount to millions of dollars. A great: 
many prospectors have lost all their pos- 
sessions, and consider themselves lucky to 
get out with their lives. Rain is the only 
hope. 


ADOPT AN AMERICAN NAVAL IDEA. 





Germany Orders Trtple Screws fer 
New Warships. 


WASHINGTON, July 20.—The engineers.of 
the navy are gratified to learn through our 
official sources of information in Germany 
that that Government has decided to adopt 
the American idea of the triple screw for 
warships. The project, when suggested by 
Engineer in Chief Melville, met with some 
opposition. 

The results attained with the Columbia 
bear out all the experts’ theories, and the 


recent visit of the ship to Kiel, on the oc- 
casion of canal festivities, brought the mat- 
ter more forcibly to the attention of the 
Germans. That country has ordered two 
battleships and five cruisers equipped each 
with the triple propellers. 

The larger ships have a horse power of 
13,000, the first-class cruisers 13,500, and the 
second class 9,000. The displacements of 
the battleships is 11,000; that of the first- 
class cruisers 10,000, and the second class 


6,000. 

The decision to adopt the triple screw is 
received at the Navy Department as an in- 
dorsement of American skill and ingenuity. 
This Government may properly claim the 
fame of first applying practically the triple- 
screw idea to ships of war. The Germans 
bestow this credit where it is due.

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HANNA SAYS TALK MONEY 
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McKINLEY MUST ACCEPT THE ISSUE 
OF THE CAMPAIGN. 


The Congressional Campaign Commit- 
tee of the Republicans Will Keep 
the Money Question to the Front— 
Every District in Which There Is 
a Chance for a Sound-Money Man 
to Win Will Be Contested with 
Vigor. 


WASHINGTON, July 20.—The announcement 
is made to-day that, as a result of the 
conference last week between Mark Hanna, 
Candidate McKinley, and Chairman Bab- 
cock of the Republican Congressional Cam- 


paign Committee, the scope of the work of 
the committee is to be widened greatly in 
the coming campaign. 

One connected with the committee said 
to-day that it would perform more work 
and in different fields than has ever de- 
volved upon a Congressional Committee. Mr. 
Babcock’s organization will take charge of 
the literary feature of the campaign en- 
tirely. The committee, in addition to sup- 
plying the various Congressional District 
Committees throughout the country with 
literature, speeches, and documents, also 
will furnish the State Central Committees 
in every State in the Union with campaign 
material. 

In the last campaign the Congressional 
Committee confined its labors to about 100 
Congressional districts. In this campaign it 
will take in every place in the United 
States where there is a chance for a con- 
test. The conditions are very different, 
tco, from those that existed two years ago. 
Then the issue was cut and: dried by the 
Minneapolis Convention of two years pre- 
vious, and the committee was ready for 
work many months in advance of the rela- 
tive period this year. 

The number of campaign documents that 
will’ be sent out between now and next 
November by the Congressional Committee 
will reach several millions. From one State 
alone an order has been received for 700,- 
000° documents, and there are a number of 
orders for 400,000 and 600,000. The ma- 
jority of these documents will bear upon 
the financial question. 

McKinley’s managers appear to have be- 
come convinced that the silver question 
will be the one issue of ‘the campaign. The 
candidate himself may continue to indulge 
in platitudes about the tariff, but Hanna 
will see that the money question is kept 
to the front. Of late, McKinley has shown 
a disposition to accept the situation, but it 
remains for him to come squarely out into 
the open. Mr. Babcock acknowledges that 


_the interest of the people in the financial 


question since the raising of the issue be- 
tween sound money and free silver by the 
two parties is marvelous to contemplate. 
His mail is deluged every day with appli- 
cations from party workers and local po- 
litical.committees all over the country for 


educational matter upon this subject.

Cuicaco, July 20.—Marcus A. Hanna spent 


a .busy day in Chicago with his, fellow- 
mémbers of the Executive Committee of the 


, Republican. Party and prominent Repub- 


licans, who wished to confer with the 
paign managers. 

The engagement of Western headquarters 
in the Auditorium Building soon was dis- 
posed of, and weightier political matters 
engrossed the time of the Chairman and 
his colleagues. 

Mr. Hanna arrived late from Cleveland 
and took luncheon at the Chicago Club. 
When he appeared at the Auditorium Hotel, 
where a meeting room had been engaged, 
there was a large assembly of party work- 
ers to greet him. He held an informal re- 
ception in the headquarters of the Repub- 
lican National League, and then went to 
the parlor floor for the serious work of the 
day. 

Charles G. Dawes of Illinois, Senator 
Thurston of Nebraska, and W. T. Durbin 
of Indiana were with Chairman Hanna as 
members of the Executive Committee. 
Henry C. Payne of Wisconsin, who was 
indisposed, arrived later and attended the 
meeting. National Committeeman Jamieson 
of Illinois and Kittredge of South Dakota, 
John R. Tanner, nominee for Governor of 
Illinois; ex-Gov. Hubbard of Minnesota, 
H. B. Cummings, Iowa’s National Commit- 
teeman; Chairman C. Pitch of the Illinois 
State Convention, Perry 8S. Heath of the 
Western Literary Bureau, Robert J. Mc- 
Kee, son-in-law of ex-President Harrison, 
and Samuel W. Allerton, the Chicago rep- 
resentative of the original McKinley men 
were among those who either were called 
into conference by Mr. Hanna, or who went 
in and out during the day. Capt. Tanner 
was the only outsider who was present 
——_ the committee was in executive ses- 
sion. 

In the matter of headquarters it was de- 
cided to rent seven rooms on the second 
floor of the Auditorium Building, fronting 
Wabash Avenue; three rooms on the fourth 
floor for clerical purposes; 1,000 square feet 
of space in the basement for storage, and 
one store on the ground floor of the Wa- 
bash Avenue side, 

The committee rooms proper will be on 
the second floor, where all but one of the 
rooms has been engaged. The headquarters 
are in the same building as the hotel, but 
just around the corner of Congress Street. 

Messrs. Dawes and Heath were author- 
ized to purchase the outfit for all the rooms 
at once, and there will be no more delay 
than is necessary to get the literary and 
printing bureau department of the Western 
campaign into working order. 

As a result of the conference with Mr. 
Dowling, Secretary of the National League 
of .Republican Clubs, with the committee, 
it was decided to absorb the executive part 
of the league during the campaign, so that 
hereafter r. Dowling and his associates 
will work under the direction of Mr. Heath 
and as part of the National Committee's 
machinery. Mr. Dowling appeared to be 
well pleased with the arrangement. 

The committee had to deal with a more 
delicate matter when the original McKin- 
ley men and campaign-fund questions came 
up. Hanna sent for Mr. Allerton, the mill- 
ionaire packer, and National Committee- 
man Jamieson was also called in as the 
representative of the State organization. 
Mr. Jamieson submitted a list of fourscore 
Chicago citizens representing every indus- 
try and mercantile pursuit, as the mem- 
bers of a Finance Committee which he pro- 
posed to make the official agents of the 
party for advisory and money-getting pur- 

ses. 

Mr. Allerton examined the list and said 
he was satisfied except for the omission of 
three men whom he wanted to see on the 
committee. These names were. added and 
the committee will meet next Wednesday 
to elect a Chairman. Mr. Allerton and 
James W. Ellsworth, another millionaire, 
were made the representatives of the Na- 
tional Committee on the financiering body 
on demand of the Original McKinley 
League, which fought the State machine. 

airman Hanna told Mr. Allerton that 
he would not support any faction of Re- 
publicans who were opposed to the regular 
party organization in the county or State, 
simply because of original opposition to 
McKinley’s nomination, yet ‘he would sce 
that’ the first friends of the nominee had 
equal recognition with others. 

The compact which was made by Messrs. 
Jamieson and Allerton and ratified by 
Chairman Hanna’s committee leaves the 
Swift, or City Hail, faction out in the cold 
in the political future.

He said he in- 
tended to be here most of the time, and 
Mr. Payne had not been designated to act 
in any capacity except as a member of the 
Ex-cutive Committee, because of his past 
valuable experience. There was no dispo- 
sition among the committeemen to:consider 
the matter seriously. 

Messrs. Thurston, Hubbard, and Cum- 
mings, for Nebraska, Minnesota, and Iowa, 
were questioned regarding the situation in 
their States by the committee. They said 
the silver sentiment was growing because 
of literature sent among the farmers, but 
they had heard of no bolts. They _urged 
immediate work on the pest of the Repub- 
lican Literary Bureau. ots of hard work 
was needed in the West to win. 

The committee remained in session until 
nearly 7 o’clock.

Major McKinley Hears from Omaha 


Republicans. 


CANTON, Ohio, July 20.—The Young Men’s 
Republican Club of Omaha, Neb., one of 
the strong organizations of the State, sent 
Major McKinley this message to-day:

SEVENTEEN KILLED IN A WRECK. 





Women Laughed While a Jamaica 
Train Was Running to Destruction. 


BALTIMORE, July 20.—Capt. Weise of the 
steamship America, which arrived. to-day 
from Jamaican ports, brought news of a 
serious railroad accident on the new Ja- 
maica railroad, in which seventeen persons 
lost their lives and twenty-two others were 
severely injured. 

The accident happened July 11, about 
ten miles from Anato Bay. A _ locomo- 
tive drawing six flat cars, loaded with col- 
ored laborers, male and female, was de- 


scending a steep grade on the side of the 
mountain, when the air brakes failed, and 
the train began a wild flight down the 
mountain side. All the efforts of the train 
crew to check its speed proved unavailing 
and it shot down the steep grade like a 
rocket, 

Not realizing that the train was beyond 
control, the women clapped their hands 
with glee and laughed and cheered as they 
flew over the rails, but their laughter was 
soon followed by shrieks of the wounded 
and groans of the dying. 

Near the bottom of the grade the run- 
away train collided with a locomotive which 
was standing on the track. Seven men 
jumped from the cars and were instantly 
killed, three being decapitated. Thirty- 
two others were more or less seriously in- 
jured, of which number ten died after- 
ward. Not a woman was severely hurt, 





ROBBED IN FRONT OF HIS HOME, 


Bold Theft of a Watch in Daylight— 
Two Men Under Arrest, 


As P. D. Braisted, a retired sea Captain, 
was about to enter his home, 305 West 
Fourth Street, yesterday about 4:30 P, M., 
a strapping young fellow ran up the steps 
after him and tapped him on the shoulder. 

Capt. Braisted partly turned, giving the 
young man the opportunity to snatch his 
watch chain and pull the watch out of his 
pocket.

Capt. Braisted, who was dazed by the sud- 
denness of the occurrence, was unable to 
identify either of the men, but a woman 
who was near by says O’ Keefe is the robber. 
The police say that a piece of chain cor- 
responding to that worn by Capt. Braisted 
was found on O’Keefe, who also had about 
27 in money. The watch was a valuable

St. Louis, July 20.—Bryan and Sewall un- 
doubtedly will be the candidates of the 
National Populist Party and of the Nation- 
al Silver Party. The delegates to the Popu- 
list Convention are not all here, but those 
who are here are largely for Bryan. Just 
where the delegates to the silver conven- 
tion are to come from, or how, no one 
but, as Dr. Mott, Senator 
Stewart, Representative Newlands, and the 


here can tell, 


other proprietors of the party favor Bryan, 
it is safe to predict that he will get the 
nomination at Music Hall. 

There is lack of unanimity among the 
Populists about following the example of 
the Democrats at Chicago, but there ap- 
pears to be none whatever among the sil- 
verites of the Silver Party. In fact, the 


Silver Party leaders boast that they 
brought about Bryan’s nomination at Chi- 
cago, and that they have themselves made 
it an easy, if not a positive duty, to take 
the platform and candidates they presented 
to the Chicago Convention. 

The only fight here 
“* middle-of-the-road ” Populists, who are 
opposed to indorsement, and the more 
politic Populists, who are willing to adopt 
the Democrats as Populists for the sake 
of winning the election. 

The Bryan men in these two conventions 
are eager and confident; eager to have the 
work at Chicago rounded out here by 
agreement in some way to act with their 
Populist sympathizers of the Democratic 
Party, and confident that success is within 
the reach of a combination of all the friends 
of Populism and free silver. 

Bryan is acceptable to almost everybody 
here as a Populist. P. G. Bowman and 
Capt. R. F. Kolb of Alabama, who are 
leading Populists in that State, and who 
Say that Alabama will.vote to nominate 
Bryan, make outspoken declarations of sat- 
isfaction with the man and the platform 
upon which He stands. “ Bryan is a Pop- 
ulist,”” said Bowman to-day, ‘‘ and he stands 
on a Populist platform. As the Chicago 
Convention gave us a Populist platform 
and a Populist candidate for President, 
we will let that convention have the tail 
of the ticket.’’ 

What both of these men are principally 
after is success. Kolb has been unsuccess- 
fully fighting the Democrats of Alabama for 
years, and he and Bowman have accepted 
Republican aid in Alabama and Washington 
to carry their point. So the present situa- 
tion is one not altogether free from a pros- 
pect of future embarrassment for them at 
home, where they will expect to dictate 
terms to the regular Democrats in case 
Bryan shall be the Populist candidate. 

There is a superabundance of individual- 
ity here. If there was not so strong a con- 
viction among the different classes of Popu- 
lists that Bryan will win, there easily 
might be a bolt. Such a throng of hair- 
splitting theorists was perhaps never 
brought together in convention. For ve- 
hemence of speech and endless anaylsis of 
terms, the delegates are so much more con- 
spicuous than the 16-to-1 shouters at Chi- 
cago, that the arguments recently heard at 
Chicago seem, by comparison with those 
heard in the Lindell corridors, to be primary 
and. childish. Scarcely any two men here 
will absolutely agree upon any proposition 
other than that they desire to win, to get pos- 
session of the White House, the Congress, 
and the Government, in order that they may 
be conducted upon Populistic ‘* principals,’’ 
and by Populists whose devotion to the 
aims of that party cannot be questioned for 
a moment.

A MONGREL CROWD. 


Characteristics of the People Who 
Have Gathered in St. Louis. 


St. Louis, July 20.—So many of the Pop- 
ulist and silver party people as have ar- 
rived in St. Louis either to nominate new 
candidates for President and Vice Presi- 
dent or indorse the Chicago nominees are 
fair representatives of the cause they 
speak for. 

The calm, orderly, clean, and provident 
people of the country have little in com- 
mon with either the Populist or silver 
party. There is not enough of the silver 
party here to make it worth while to dwell 
upon that section of the convention crowd. 
Fer the.rest, they are chiefly gabblers—men 
whose business is politics—unthrifty, untidy 
haters of success in others; greedy for 
office, vehement of speech; shouters for 
more money, their eyes burning with the 
fire of hope; calamity preachers who prate 
constantly about ‘‘ ten-cent corn’’ and the 
cure for it in free coinage; a perspiring, 
hustling, unorganized throng of dissatis- 
fied and discontented persons, who will al- 
ways be dissatisfied and discontented. Of 
“business men’’ there are none, except 
in.that broad way that Bryan describes 
business men. It is a mob of limber- 
tongued young politicians, rejected by the 
other parties for impracticability or am- 
bition beyond capacity, and of ancient, be- 
whiskered and bewildering hacks, crammed 
with conceit and contrivances to overcome 
all natural and artificial laws. It is in- 
conceivable that the country is doomed 
to fall into the governing control of these 
strange people, who are wearying each 
other with denunciations of ‘ goldbugs” 
and Democrats just as they are about to 
become the allies of the silver Democracy. 

There are many well-known Populists 
here—men whose names, acts, aims, theo- 
ries, and reputations are familiar to the 
newspaper readers of the country. ‘“ Gen- 
eral” J. S. Coxey, who led a tramp army 
to Washington upon a chimerical errand, 
is a delegate, and a delegate whose opin- 
ions are quoted with respect by other Pop- 


ulists. Ex-Gov. Waite of Colorado, whose

It Is Declared that He Will Support 
the Republican Nominee, 


Senator Cannon of Utah was in this city 
for a few days last week, on his way to 
Boston, where he had business. 

An announcement, which came as a sur- 
prise to some Republicans, and the surprise 
was a pleasant one, was made by the Sen- 
ator. It was that he proposes to support 
McKinley as against Bryan for the Presi- 
dency. 

Mr. Cannon was in the St. Louis Conven- 
tion at the start, and to him was assigned 


the task of reading the protest of the sil- 
ver men against the platform of the ma- 
jority, which was adopted, and on which 
McKinley stands. 

Mr. Cannon was one of the extreme sil- 
verites of the convention, and headed the 
list of bolters who followed Senator Teller 
out of the convention hall.

ANSWER TO THE ,BRITISH - CLAIMS 





Based, It is Said, on a True Dik 


visional Line According to the 


Undisputed Evidence, - 
REFUTATION OF POLLOCK’S ARGUMENT 


Exposure of the Inconsistencies of thé 
English Contentions with Respect 
to the Famous Schomburgk Map. 


WASHINGTON, July 20.—Venezuela’s brief, 
prepared by Counsel Storrow and presented 
to-day to the Venezuelan Commission an@ 
the British counsel, is said to be the most 
important paper that has appeared in the 
case. It is alleged that in this brief, for 
the first time, a true divisional line in ac- 
cordance with the evidence, is laid down, 
and that Lord Salisbury’s contention as te 
settlements is shown to be a mere diplo- 
matic quibble, utterly unsupported by law 
or fact, and unworthy of any consideration 


by the commission. Mr. Storrow takes the 
ground that there never has been any Brit- 
ish sovereignty in the disputed territory; 
that the Dutch never gained the slightest 
foothold in the Orinoco Basin, and, there- 
fore, never transferred what did not exist 
to Great Britain, and caps his arguments 
by setting up proofs that the Schomburgk 
line, as held by Lord Salisbury, was @& 
forgery perpetrated by the English Govern- 
ment twenty years after Schomburgk’s 
death. 
Salisbury’s Claim of 1880, 


The brief opens with Lord Salisbury’s 
statement of Jan. 10, 1880, that the bound- 
ary claimed by Venezuela to the Esequibo 
River would involve the surrender of a 
province inhabited by 40,000 British sub- 
jects, which had been in the uninterrupted 
possession of Holland and Great Britain 
successively for two centuries, and sweeps 
this away with the reiteration of Vene- 
zuela’s offer, in asking for arbitration in 
1890, to recognize Great Britain’s rights to 
its settlements on both banks of the Ese- 
quibo, to reserve for itself the banks ot 
the Orinoco, which the treaty of Aranjuez 
had recognized as Spanish, and which every 
English Ministry except Lord Salisbury’s 
had offered to recognize and to arbitrate 
the rest, which consisted entirely of terri- 
tory where, even then, England had no 
settlements. 

The brief assumes, for the sake of argu- 
ment, that England may havea right by 
occupation to settlements on the alluvial 
land at the mouth of the Esequibo, but 
maintains that the Spaniards held possession 
of all Guiana from the discovery in 1500 
until Venezuela succeeded to the territory, 
and that Spain successfully resisted all 
efforts of the Dutch as well as of Sir Wal- 
ter Raleigh ‘‘and other freebooters’’ to 
effect a lodgment. 

Mr. Storrow says the British claim con- 
fessedly has no basis except occupation, 
and the rules of law applied even to the 
facts alleged not only give no support to 
the British attempt to extend the boundary, 
but are specifically and affirmatively fatal 
to it. He attacks the so-called temporary 
posts in the Cuyuni Basin and at Barima 
Point by showing that they were mere 
trading stations, quickly destroyed by the 
Spanish, who maintained sovereignty over 
the region, and proves that the actual 


settlements of the Dutch and Spanish were 
always separated by 150 miles of forest. 


Quotes the Law. 


Mr. Storrow quotes the law authorities 
as follows, to support the two rules of law 
which designate where between these 
actual settiements the boundary line shall 
run: 

First—When, either by nature or by the habits 
of the settlers, u tract has been defined, the rule 
is that the first occupation of a part is in law an 
entry upon and possession of the whole. But the 
entry of a second claimant cannot displace the 
legal possess.on of the first beyond the actual 
occupation of that second. 

Second—Where, between the settlements of two 
nations in a country otherwise wild, there ard 
features which form a natural barrier or line of 
demarkation, and which in a long series of years 
have not been overpassed nor attempted to he 
overpassed by the actual settlements of either 
party, the law makes that line the international 
boundary. 

The brief claims that such a tract and 
line exist and that the Dutch and English 
settlements never attempted to pass it un- 
til the invasion of the armed English force 
at the time of the.gold discovery, about a 
dozen years ago. 

The historical evidence of the Dutch and 
Spanish conflicts are discussed to show that 
the Spanish always were in actual occupa- 
tion of the country up to the small range 
of mountains which the Cuyuni breaks 
through to enter the Essequibo. These cat- 
aracts effectually prevented access to the 
interior in the time of Dutch as _ they 
do to-day in the case of English, com- 
pelling the latter to seek ingress from the 
mouth of the Orinoco, for which Harri- 
son was building the road from Barima 
last month, when he was arrested in Ven- 
ezuelan territory. 

The Spaniards, it is alleged, always exer- 
cised dominion over this great unsettled 
tract, by excluding other nations from it, 
and when the Dutch sought to take slaves 
from this section, with the help of the 
Carribs, as the Dutch archives prove, the 
Spanish drove them out, destroyed thelr 
stations on the Upper Essequibo, and im- 
prisoned the Dutchmen. 


The Oregon Boundary Case. 
The Oregon boundary case, which made 
much international law, is applied to the 
existing dispute, and the British argu- 
ments in that celebrated case are turned 
squarely against Lord Salisbury’s present 


contentions by showing that while private 
occupation in time may give a private 
title, no occupation can create sovereign 
dominion unless it be directly authorized or 
adopted by the Government of the gettler 
at the outset and for the announced pur- 
pose of acquiring sovereignty. 

Evidence is then adduced which tends 
to turn Prof. Pollock’s arguments of law 
against his case. It is shown that Spain 
discovered the Essequibo and the Dutch 
fort'on that river wes built on the founda- 
tions of the older “panish one; that the 
real road to the interior Cuyuni-Mazeruni 
Basin is by zy of the Spanish settle- 
ments on the Orinoco, and that it was those 
settlements which barred the way of Ral- 
eigh and all other seekers after E! Dorado. 
It is urged that when the English, as they 
have done, concede that the Spaniards con- 
trolled the entire Orinocos, they lost their 
last argument upon which they could claim 


Barima. 


What Lord Stowell Said.

After citing the treaty of Aranjuez to 
show both the literal translation and 
the British rendering that the Dutch 
made no claim to the controlling shore of 
the Orinoco, Mr. Storrow takes up the 
Schomburgk line and. traces its history. 
Incidentally, he finds that the British Blue 
Book leaves part of a sentence out of 
Schomburgk’s memoirs. therein quoted, 
which shows that .Schomburgk had no idea 
his line would amount to anything until 
its termini at least should be agreed upon 
by the disputants. 

Venezuela, it is said, never agreed to any 
of it. After Barima had been suggested 
as one end of the line and Venezuela pro- 
tested, the assurance was given by Lord 
Palmerston that it was only to be consid- 
ered “as a statement of the’ British claim, 
and subsequently the same thing was said 
by Lord Granville in 1881. Lord Aber- 
deen in 1884, and Lord Rosebery, in 188%, of- 
fered to agree to lines which they declared 
“would secure to Venezuela the undis- 
turbed ‘possession of the mouths of the 
Orinoco.”’ 

This, it is argued, was because Great 
Britain, under those Ministers, and, in 
fact, under all excepts Salisbury, felt that 
neither in law nor in good conscience could 
a claim to Barima be insisted upon.

WASHINGTON, July 26.—While negotia- 
tions have been going on between the 
State Department at Washington and the 
British Foreign Office, the Venezuelan 
Boundary Commission has been at work 
steadily pushing its investigation.

Twenty-five Photographic Instru- 


ments in One Machine. 


San Francisco, July 20.—Advices received 
yesterday from Japan say the expeditions 
to take observations of solar eclipses are 
flocking to Japan. 

The steamer Coronet, with a party of 
United States scientists, reached Yokohama 
on June 22, Among the party were Capt. 
and Mrs. A. James, Prof. and Mrs. Todd, 
Chief Engineer Pemberton, United States 
Navy; E. A. Thompson, Chief Astronomical 
Mechanic; Mr. Gerrish of Harvard Univer- 
sity, Frank Thompson, Assistant Astro- 
nomical Mechanic; Dr. Adriance, and A, 
W. Francis. 

The eclipse will begin near Shetland Isl- 
ands, off the coast of Scotland. Thence its 
track curves upward across the north coast 
of Norway, through Lapland, bisecting the 
southernmost island of the Nova Zeéembla 
froun then crosses Siberia to the Gulf of 

artary, and south to the Island of Yezo. 

On the Island of Yezo the eclipse will be- 
gin at 8:05 on Aug. 9 and will last two min- 
utes and forty seconds, It is proposed to 
establish a large equatorial mount, which 
will have twenty-five instruments pointed 
at the sun, and which will be operated auto- 
matically by electricity. The instruments 
will take between 500 and 600 negatives of 
the corona.

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FHREATENED TO MOB POLICEMAN. 


Said to Have Brutally Clubbed a Pris- 
oner—Citizens to Complain, 


Policeman John J. Bannon of the Mercer 
Street Police Station was nearly mobbed by 
a number of indignant-citizens last night at 
Fourteenth Street and Broadway for as- 
saulting Michael J. Gilder of 777 Second Ave- 
nue, whom he had placed under arrest. 

A large theatre crowd was passing a 
restaurant at 44 East Fourteenth Street, of 
which Warren L. Jones is proprietor, at 
about 11 o’clock, when many were attracted 
by a disturbance in the place. They saw 
Jones expostulating with a man at the 
cashier’s desk. He was demanding a week's 
wages, which he said was due him. The 
proprietor denied the claim. 

The man was Gilder. He was told to leave 
the restaurant, and was going out when one 
of the employes called the policeman, who 
ran in and caught Gilder by the lapel of the 
coat. 

He shook him roughly and demanded why 
he was creating a disturbance there. Gilder, 
who is a small man, seemed afraid of Ban- 
non, and said he would go quietly with 
him. 

A number of gentlemen said afterward 
that Bannon did not wait, but struck Gilder 
with his club on the back, side, shoulders, 
and legs until the man cried for mercy. 
His pleadings and groans were heard nalf 
a block away and attracted a large gath- 
ering about the place. 

Bannon then dragged his prisoner to the 
sidewalk, striking at every step and telling 
him to stop making any disturbance. The 
policeman himself, who was said to be in- 
toxicated, spoke in a loud voice. 

Another policeman made his way through 
the crowd and told Bannon to be careful 
with his prisoner, and then sent for a patrol 
wagon. Meanwhile a dozen men pushed 
forward toward Bannon and spoke threat- 
eningly to him for his ill treatment of Gil- 
der. They were followed by others, all of 
whom raised their voices against Bannon 
until at one time it looked as if serious 
trouble would result. 

A woman told Bannon he was a brute 
and then burst into tears. Then she went 
into hysterics and was led away by friends. 

Before the — wagon arrived the in- 
dignant crowd increased and several times 
the cry of ** Lynch him!” was heard. Gil- 
der was conveyed to the station house and 
locked up. 

An impromptu indignation meeting was 
held at Fourteenth Street and Broadway 
by eight men, who viewed the entire pro- 
ceedings. They went to Police Headquarters 
to ask for information as to how charges 
should be brought against Policeman Ban- 
non. They were told to go to the Mercer 
Street Station to see Capt. Drew. ‘That offi- 
cial told them to call at Police Headquar- 
ters this morning and make charges to 
pres Cortright. 

is they said they would do, and a 
committee of three was appointed to make 
the formal charges against Bannon.

MURDER MYSTERY IN WHITE PLAINS 





Michael Kelly’s Body, with Three Bul- 
let Wounds, Lying Beside the Track. 


WHITE PLaINns, N. Yy4 July 20.—Michrel 
Kelly, a young carriage painter of this 
city, was murdered last night er this morn- 
ing, but by whom is unknown. He was 
shot behind and in front of the right ear 
and in one _ shoulder. His body was 
found lying beside the railroad tracks 
of the New-York and Harlem Division of 
the New-York Central and Hudson River 
Railroad at 2 o’clock A. M., by Daniel 
Champnois and Wiilie Fox, who were walk- 
ing up the track to their houses. 

The men removed the bedy from the 
track, and later it was taken to Ryan’s 
morgue. Kelly was twenty-five years old, 
industrious and sober. There were no wit- 
nesses of the tragedy, so far as can be 
learned, 

The young man had been to Silver Lake 
during the evening in company with James 
Sullivan, a particular friend, who says 
he parted with Kelly at Doll’s Union 
Hotel, which is at the Railroad Ayenue 
crossing. Kelly was then sober, and said 


he was going to his home, in Madison Ave- 
nue, a mile up the track, 

In the vicinity of where Kelly was killed 
is an Italian settlement, and it is suspected 
that one of the Itallans was the murderer, 
When the members of the community were 
interrogated to-day they declined to admit 
that they had any knowledge of the affair. 

The theory about this city is that Kelly 
was paying attention to a young woman 
known as “ Big Nora,” and that some 
Italian shot him in a fit of jealous rage 
and then placed the body on the railroaa 
track in the hope that it would be muti- 
lated in a manner to hide the bullet wounds. 
It is significant that the woman could not 
be found to-day in her usual haunts. The 
police think she knows about the affair. 

Various persons heard shots last night, 
but as the firing of eee and guns at dogs 
and cats, with which the village is overrun, 
is of nightly occurrence, nothing was 
thought of the matter ag the time. 

George B. Lent, the employer of the mur- 
dered man, speaks in the highest terms of 
his industry, and says he was a first-class 
workman at his trade of carriage painter. 
It would have been impossible for him to 
have inflicted the wounds on himself.

A REAR TENEMENT DECISION, 





The Board’s Application for Apprais- 
ers Declared to be Imperfect. 


Justice Lawrence, in the Supreme Court, 
yesterday, handed down a decision denying 
the application of the Board of Health for 
the appointment of appraisers to fix the 
value in ncemnation proceedings of cer- 
tain rear isaements which were ordered 
vacated by @5 board . 
| in the four cases on which 
heard several weeks ago 
that the Court could not name the apprais- 
ers, as the act under which they were to be 
appointed was unconstitutional, as it limit- 
ed the powers of the appraisers within cer- 


tain lines as to the value they could put 
on the condemned properties. 
Justice Lawrence says in his opinion: 


By the amendment made to Chapter 567 of the 
Laws of 1895 it is provided that the* Board of 
Health may institute proceedings in the Su- 
preme Court for the condemnation of buildings, 
and that the aforesaid proceedings shall be in- 
stituted and carried on in the manner pre- 
scribed by the Code of the Civil Service, except as 
modified by the act. 

There is no special provision in the act modify- 
ing the provisions of the Code of Civil Procedure 
specifying what the petition of a party seeking 
to condemn lands shall contain. Section 3,360 
of the Code of Civil Procedure specifies the alle- 
gations which a petition for the appointment of 
Commissioners for the condemning of lands 
must contain, and, among others, Section 5 pro- 
vides that the petition should state that the 
plaintiff has been unable to agree with the 
owner of the property for its purchase and the 
reason for such inability, and Section 6, ‘‘ the 
value of the property to be condemned.” It is 
objected that the petitions in these cases do not 
contain any such allegations, and I find that this 
objection is correct. 

Various objections were raised upon the argu- 
ment as to the constitutionality of the act. As 
I stated, except in the clearest of cases, it is 
not prorat to declare an act unconstitutional at 
Special Term, but I am free to say that from 
my examination of the act I do not consider that 
the Constitutional objections are well founded. 

I do, however, think that it is essential under 
the provisions of the act of 1895 that the peti-

tion should contain all the averments which are: 


required by Section 8,860 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure to give the court jurisdiction. The 
motion for the appointment of Commissioners 
will, therefore, be denied, with leave to the 
pettionerp to amend their petitions if so ad- 

This decision, while delaying the appoint- 
ment of the Commissioners, is really a vic- 
tory for the Board of Health in that the act 
is practically declared to be constitutional. 

t the time of the hearing it was admit- 
ted a f the attorney for the board that’ cer- 
tein legal provisions had not been com- 
plied with in the petition, and an effort was 
made to allow the board to amend and let 
the question fe to the court on its consti- 
tutionality alone. Cunco, in whose case 
the decision was made, objected, and thus 
comes a decision on the objections to the 
petition in form.

PRACIICAL TALKS ON SILVER. 


People Befogged and Misguided. 


‘As I go ‘about town and listen to the 
discussion of the silver question which 
proceeds unceasingly, night and day, men 
of all sorts contributing to it, I am more 
and more appreciative of the force of a 
remark made to me a short time ago by~a 
New-York newspaper man. He said: 

“If I had a steam yacht, with accom-° 
modations for about fifty persons, I’d guar- 
antee to wind. up this silver. movement 
mighty quick, provided anybody would as- 
sure me that the invitations would be ac- 
cepted that I should send out for a party 
to sail around the world.” 

“What do you mean?”’ I demanded when 
my newspaper friend stopped short and. re- 
garded me as though he expected me to 
fall in with what he had said. 

“Why,” he answered, ‘I'd make up a 
party of politicians. I’ll bet you if I should 
take fifty politicians I have in mind aboard 
a steam yacht, and keep them away from 
the United States till after election, there 
wouldn't be anything left of the silver 
movement. It’s a politician’s movement— 
it isn't a popular movement.” 

I doubt that the thing could be done with 
one steam yacht—it might be necessary to 
charter an ocean liner. But that is imma- 
terial. The intent of the remark was to 
illustrate the undoubted fact that the peo- 
ple in certain sections of the country are 
being led astray, befogged, fooled, swin- 
died by a body of politicians numerically 
insignificant. 

That this is true any oné may prove to 
his satisfaction who will get out among 
the people and listen to what they have to 
say about silver. 

‘**Good many smart men are for free sil- 
ver,’’ a street-car acquaintance. remarked 
yesterday. ‘How do you account for: that 
if the free-coinage idea is absurd and dis- 
honest, as the New-York papers tell us 
it is?” 

‘There are two kinds of politicians,’ I 
replied. ‘‘ Those of one sort are moved by 
patriotic motives, vote as their judgments 
and. conseiences direct, and if elected to of- 
fice invariably do what they consider right, 
regardless of consequences. 

“ Politicians of the other.sort often are 
spoken of as weather cocks. With them 
one rule of conduct is, ‘Anything to get 
there.’ They paste this rule in their hats; 
write it on the walls of the bedchambers, 
where they may read it the last thing at 
night and the first ing in the morning; 
never let it go out of their minds for an 
instant. > he 

“ The onsen te-get were politicians, 
seeing the growth of silver sentiment. in 
their communities, due to the persistent 
propaganda of the mine owners, instead of 
antagonizing that sentiment, instead of 
fighting it down, have espoused it and are 
hoping it may serve to keep them in of- 

ce. 

“IT recall an incident that illustrates this 
point. When the silver agitation was going 
on in 1877 and 1878 -there was a: Repub- 
lican State Convention in Illinois. The 
leaders got together the day ‘before the 
convention to talk over. the silver ques- 
tion. John A. Logan said it would be neo- 
essary to pacify the silver men, ' We'll 
lose the State,’ said Mr. Logan, ‘if we 
don’t.’ ‘No, Sir,’ said ‘Charley’ Farwell, 
who afterward was a United States Sen- 
ator. ‘We can crush this silver move- 
ment. Make an honest declaration and a 
square fight, and you'll find the people of 
Illinois will stand by you.’ Farwell had 
hig way to all intents and purposes. There 
was a sound-money campaign, -and Illinois 
voted for sound money. 

“Tf the anything-to-get-there idea had 

revailed in that Illinois Convention the 

tate would have gone for free silver as a 
matter of course. If John A an and 
the others had gone up and down the State 
preaching fiatism instead of honest money, 
the people would have followed them. 

“Naturally, the people depend on their 
public men to guide them. If the Congress- 
man comes back from Washington and tells 
his constituents that they are right in their 
leanings toward free silver, they'll lean all 
the harder. The Congressman knows that 
the free-silver idea is absurd, immoral, 
wicked, but he wants to get back to Con- 

ress. 
mn There’s another thing. Some public men 
are in the market ready to espouse pretty 
near any opinion and advocate pretty near 
any policy if there is ‘anything in it. 
Don’t you know that at the St. Louis Con- 
vention the colored delegate, speaking for 
his delegation, said: We're for sound 
money if we’re treated right.’ That meant 
$i0 a head. The influential public man 
whose influence is in the market wouldn't 
look at $10, but $1,000 might tempt him, 
and five times that would make him a-de- 
vuted, eloquent, adherent of any cause. 

“Suppose, now, you were one of 4 lot of 
silver-mine owners who knew that free coin- 
age would double the wealth of-your mines. 
You must have 2 Congress and a President. 
How will you get them?. The first thing 
that comes into your héad is that you must 
command the support of influential. public 
men. You select an intermediary and in- 
struct him to ‘retain’ this man, that man, 
and the other. Presently you learn that 
your instructions have been obeyed, and 
before long you read of silver speeches in 
the Senate and House by strong men— 
strong intellectually, I mean. They plead 
for p a as the advocate pleads for the 
prisoner at the bar. 

‘*And what do the people say?. Why, 
they say as you said to me, ‘ This free-sil- 
ver idea can’t be absurd and dishonest 
when Senator So-and-So and Representa- 
tive So-and-So indorse it.’ 

“Betwixt the propagandists and the any 
thing-to-get-there fellows, the people are 
led into the complete espousal,of an idea 
that couldn’t stand before the country ten 
days if our public men were all honest.” 

“How about Bryan?” inquired my street- 
ear acquaintance. “Is he a propagandist, 
or an anything-to-get-there man?" 

“T guess both,” I answered. ‘“ He has 
been working for the Bimetallic League 
ever since he left Congress, drawing a sal- 
ary from that organization to go about the 
country and fool the people. The league 
couldn’t get a better rman for that work. 
He’s what they call a ‘slick’ talker. He 
is worth more as a talker than any other 
man in the employ of the mine owners, He’s 
a first-class propagandist. He could talk 
for any cause. If he should turn about to- 
morrow and talk gcld to the people to whom 
he has preached silver, and call out, ‘ Right 
about face—forward march!’ there would be 
plenty of those he has misguided who would 
follow him under the gold banner. 

“Whether Bryan is an anything-to-get- 
there man, you must judge for yourself by 
his speeches, his course in Congress, and 
his movements since he left Congress. The 
one thing we know, though, is that he has 
been for several years a hired propagandist. 
Instead of earning his living practicing law 
he has earned it preaching fifty-three-cent 
dollars, filatism, and repudiation.’’

THE PLAYERS FROM AMERICA. 


Something About the Men Who Will 
Compete at Nuremberg. 


The three chess players that the United 
States has sent to take part in the Nurem- 
berg chess tourney, which began yesterday, 
will doubtless be able to acquit themselves 
with credit in their struggle with the 
European masters. 

Steinitz, the unquestioned champion of 
the world for a quarter of a century, has 
shown in recent tourneys that he is still 
the peer of any living player. He has 
succumbed only to Lasker, who is at the 
zenith of his skill, while Steinitz is de- 
clining from a higher station than Lasker 
will probably attain. 

Pillsbury made a comet-like entrance on 
the world’s chess arena by his magnificent 
play at Hastings. While he lost ground at 
the Petersburg match, he must still be 
reckoned as one of the first five chess 
players of the day. The other four are, of 
course, Steinitz, Lasker, Tschigorin, and 
Tarrasch. 

Showalter fs new to European chess. 
This is his first experience in a great inter- 
national tourney conducted on the magni- 
tude with which such affairs are carried 
on in Germany. His recent play, however, 
with such masters as Albin, Lipschuetz, 
Barry, and Kemeny shows that he is one 
of the greatest living players. As this is 
his first appearance in Europe, after nu- 
merous brilliant triumphs in this country, 
his play will probably attract more atten- 
tion at the start than that of any of the 
American representatives. 

The question as to what may be the 
chances of the American players becomes 
more. interesting since the publication 
yesterday of the “ pairing’’ for the nine- 
teen rounds. This pairing shows the way 
in which each will play in the different 
rounds; but. the rounds themselves. are 
not to be consecutive. Hach morning one 
figure is drawn from the number of rounds 
yet remajning unplayed, and this figure will 
indicate the round for the. day. 

The nineteenth round may be drawn first, 
and the first round may be played on the 
tenth day, and so on; but the pairing of the 
players remains fixed by the balloting of 
Sunday. 

Steinitz and Pillsbury have fared well in 
the drawing for pairs. They have the first 
move in nearly all their important games. 
Showalter, on the other hand, has the sec- 
ond move in his most important games, 

The first move is generally conceded to 
give a considerable advantage, as it enables 
a player to choose his opening, and it 
generelly wins in &@ majority of the games. 

lilsbury and Steinitz have particularly 
distinguished themselves as first-move play- 
ers. They like their own openings, and 
Pillsbury, in his later practice, will general- 
ly turn ‘his defense into the lines of the 
Petroff, so that he may direct the game 
instead of leaving it in the hands of his 
opponent, 

Showalter plays a magnificent defensive 
game, possibly a better game with the 
black than with the white pieces. He also 
is fond of the Petroff for the same reason 
that Pillsbury likes it, and he will aston- 
ish some of his distinguished adversaries 
by his mastery of the defense. 

Steinitz plays white apeinet Tschigorin, 
Blackburne, Showalter, sker, and Pills- 
bury, his most formidable opponents. Tar- 
rasch:is the only player of his class who 
has the move against him, 

Pillsbury plays first against Blackburne, 
Showalter, Lasker, Tarrasch, and Tschi- 
gorin. The only player of his rank who will 
have first move against him is Steinitz. 

Showalter has the move against Black- 
burne, Schiffers, Walbrodt, Tarrasch, Techi- 
gorin, Winawer, and Schlechter, all of 
whom may be said to be in his clase ex- 
cept Tarrasch and Tschigorin, who are su- 

erior to him. He plays second against 

sker, Pillsbury, and Steinitz, who out- 
rank him, and against Teichmann, Schal- 
lop, and Marco, who are probably his equals 
in rank. 

It seems extremely probable, therefore, 
that Steinitz and Pillsbury, if their strength 
holds out, will end among the first three 
players, and Showalter among the first six. 
Further than this it would be too auda- 
cious to venture. Americans would like to 
see the trio bring back the first, second, and 
third prizes. 

The Petroff for the defense and the 
Queen’s pawn for the attack bid fair to 
monopolize the openings. Pillsbury has 
given the Petroff a new lease of popularity, 
and all players of the modern school seem 
Sar the Queen’s pawn opening for 
white. 

With the exception of Lipke, Von Barde- 
leben, Weiss, Rosenthal, and Bird, all the 
really great players of the world are a 
Nuremberg, and it is confidently expecte 
that the present tourney will be the great- 
est ever held.

MANITOU, Col., July 20.—The committee 
of bolting Republicans who have been in 
session here for several days. late this 
afternoon made public the following mani- 
festo: 


We deem it fitting that we, who have heretofore 
affiliated with the National Republican Party, and 
who have rejected the financial plank of the 
platform adopted at St. Louis and refused to sup- 
port the nominees of the convention, should 
state our position in the Presidential campaign 
and give briefly our reasons in support thereof. 

When certain delegates to the National Repub- 
lican Convention repudiated the financial plank of 
the platform and withdrew from the convention, 
we determined we would give our support to such 
candidates as should appear most willing and 
capable of aiding in the restoration of silver to its 
rightful place as standard money. 

The Democratic Party has at its @hicago Con- 
vention taken a position in its platform so pro- 
nouncedly favorable to silver, and has nominated 
candidates of such unquestionable convictions in 
favor of the bimetallic policy and of such personal 
«character, that we have determined to give them 
vur support. We support such candidates because 
they represent the great principles of bimetallism, 
which we believe to be the cause of humanity, of 
civilization, and the paramount question now be 
fore the American people. 

We therefore announce that we shall by voice 
and yote support Messrs. Bryan and Sewall for 
President and Vice President, and we appeal to 
all citizens, and especially Republicans who feel 
as we do that gold monometallism would be of 
lasting injury to the country, to act with us in 
securing their election. 

The Democrats who believe in the gold stand- 
ard are announcing their intention to support 
McKinley or proposing to put a third candidate 
in the field for the avowed purpose of aiding 
Mr. McKinley’s election. A great number of 
leading and influential Democratic journals have 
declared they will support the Republican nom- 
inees. It is evident there is to be a union of 
forces on the part of the advocates and support- 
ers of the gold standard to elect Mr. McKin- 
ley and a .Congress favorable to him which will 
support the financial policy outlined in the Re- 
publican platform. 

To those who believe in bimetallism, which 
means the equal treatment of both gold and sil- 
ver at the mints of the Nation, there is but one 
course to pursue, end that is to unite all the 
silver forces and to oppose with all our might 
the candidate representing the policy which, we 
believe, is fraught with disaster to the Nation 
and ruin to the people. Gold monometallism 
means the shifting to gold alone as primary 
money all the burdens of commerce and credit 
formerly borne by gold and silver, and as the 
world’s stock of these metals has always been 
about equal in amount, it means the doubling 
of the burden upon gold. Doubling the burden 
upon gold means doubling the demand for the 
same, and doubling the demand of necessity 
Goubles the value thereof. 

This gradual shifting to gold of all the burdens 
of both gold and silver has caused a gradual 
and steady increase in the value of every dollar 
redeemable in gold, and hence a gradual and 
steady decline in the value of every commodity 
that is measured by that dollar. 

The Republican supporters of Mr. McKinley 
consented to the insertion in the St. Louis plat- 
form of the gold-standard declaration, only 
thin-veneered by a declaration for bimetallism, 
‘““when the leading commercial nations of the 
world should consent,’’ but until that consent 
Was gained .the gold standard must be main- 
‘tained. It is well known that such consent can- 
not be obtained from Great Britain, and that 
declaration means nothing. Mr. McKinley con- 
sented to the declaration for the gold standard 
in the platform, and in his recent speeches has 
aecepied it and has become the advocate thereof. 
He has shown by his speeches heretofore made 
that he understood the danger of the ‘gold 
standard and the distress which would be in- 
flicted upon the American people by its adop- 
tion, and yet he pledges the people to support 
and maintain that system and fasten upon 
them all the evils of the financial system which 
he has heretofore repudiated if they will make 
him President. 

Whatever may have been his attitude on the 
money question in the past, he must inevitably 
hereafter support the same financial system that 
the present Democratic Administration has, and 
if elected must continue the policy of Mr. Cleve- 
land in the sale of bonds in the time of peace. 
Hence, with the success of Mr. McKinley we 
may look for a continued increase of the public 
debt and the sale of bonds to maintain the gold 
standard. 

That the condition of the country is not satis- 
factory all admit. The producers of wealth 
are not receiving fair~ compensation for their 
labor, whether in field, factory, or mine; enter- 
prise has ceased; values are constantly declin- 
ing; labor is unemployed; discontent and dis- 
tress prevail to an extent never before known 
in the history of the country, and no reason can 
be found for such an unhappy condition save 
in a vicious monetary system. 

Those who profess to deplore the present 
financial condition and oppose the free coinage 
of silver are divided in opinion as to what is the 
eause of the present condition. Some declare 
that it is because we have too much tariff; 
others that we have not enough; while the fact 
exists that every gold-standard country in the 
world, whether it has high or low tariff, {s now, 
and has been during recent years, in the throes 
of a financial panic, and every silver-standard 
country, compared with its former condition, is 
enjoying a universal development and degree of 
prosperity hitherto unknown in its history. 

While thus differing in opinion they unite in 
asserting that the gold standard must be main- 
tained until foreign countries shall signify their 
willingness that the American people shall ex- 
ercise the right of freemen and create a finan- 
cial system of their own. 

If we overlook the humiliation and degrada- 
tion we must feel on account of such a declara- 
tion of financial dependence we may well in- 
quire when the consent of the leading commercial 
nations will be obtained. 

No one who has read the proceedings of three 
international monetary conferences that have 
already been held, or who has examined the 
impracticable propositions at those conferences 
can for a moment believe that any international 
bimetallic agreement can ever be made with 
the consent of all ‘‘ the leading commercial na- 
tions of the world.’’ 

When will Great Britain, controlled as she is 
-- § the creditor classes, who collect vast sums 

money for interest due her and her citizens, 
who buy of us annually many more millions 
than she sells to us and whose interest it is to 
make the pound sterling purchase as much of 
our products as — consent that we shall 
be financially independent as we are supposed 
to be politically independent? When did the 
creditor classes of Great Britain give us or in 
any way yield an advantage such as they now 
possess through the maintenance of the gold 
standard? 

There is no hope for international bimetallism 
until the United States shall establish bimetal- 
lism for itself, and when that is done interna- 
tional bimetallism may secured without the 
consent of Great Britain. The United States 
on all other subjects of legislation acts inde- 
pendently of any other nation on earth. y 
what process of reasoning is its right, authority, 
or ability to legislate upon this, the most im- 
portant subject with which it has to deal. ques 
tioned or denied? 

With a Nation equal in wealth and power to 
one-fourth of the world it is cowardly to say that 
We must ask the permission of Great Britain to 
establish and maintain a financial policy of our 
own. Believing as we do that a return to the 
monetary system especially recognized in the 
Constitution and completely provided for by law 
from 1792 till 1873 affords the only ground of 
hope for the betterment of the distressed condi- 
tion of all the classes except those who live by 
the increment that money loaned gives to those 
who loan it, we appeal to all classes to rally to 
the support of the only candidates whose success 
indicates any hope of relief. 

Let the merchant and business man whose 
dwindling and lessened profits have, despite his 
eare and economy, brought him face to face with 
prospective bankruptcy and ruin; the profes- 
sional man whose best efforts scarcely afford 
him compensatién for his labor alone; the 
farmer, the continually falling prices of whose 
products have left him no returns for capital 
invested and work performed, and last, but not 
least, let the grand army of laboring men, so 
called, the artisan, the mechanic, and the 
miner, and every one who depends upon his 
daily labor for his daily bread, look About him 
and observe the great number of those who 
vainly seek for a chance to work—upon the 
great army of enforced idlers and one and all 
resolve to try not an experiment, for bimetallism 
is not an experiment, but rather a return to a 
policy that throughout the vicissitudes of our

Wants the Gold Democrats in Maine 
to Stultify Themselves. 

BaTtTH, Me., July 20.—Arthur Sewall, the 
Democratic candidate for Vice President, 
speaking of the outlook in this State with 
respect to the September election, said:

James Burns, a short, fat Irishman, who 
drives a brewery wagon, was proceeding 
through Thirty-second Street, west of 
Broadway, yesterday afternoon, leading a 
small black goat. 

When Burns reached Central Hall, he 
claimed that a small terrier dog beionging 
to Mrs. Louis Hermann, wife of the pro- 
prietor of the hall, rushed out and attacked 
his goat. Burns thereupon kicked the dog 
in defense of his goat, and precipitated a 
row. 

Mrs. Hermann ran out, and, picking up 
her dog, denounced Burns. While the talk 
was in progress, George L. Jansen of 149 
West Thirty-second Street, a neighbor of 
Mrs. Hermann, arrived on the scene ac- 
companied by two mastiffs, and dared 
Burns to kick either of his dogs. 

Hot words followed, and in a few moments 
the two men, the goat, and the dogs were 
mixed up, and Mrs. Hermann, from a secure 
ace in her house, shouted “‘ Murder!” and 
** Police!” 

A crowd of plumbers and painters, who 
were to meet in the lodge rooms connected 
with the hall, were lounging about the 
entrance. The painters were mostly Ger- 
man and the plumbers Irish, and another 
fight was imminent when Policeman Mul- 
cahy of the Nineteenth Precinct arrived. 

By dint of hard work Mulcahy succeeded 
in extricating Burns and his goat and 
Janeen and his dogs, and led them to the 
West Thirtieth Street Police Station, fol- 
lowed by an excited crowd. 

Jansen made a charge of assault against 
Burns, and the little Irishman and his goat 
were both consigned to the same cell. 





Insurance Agent Under Bail. 


Fred H. Parson, an insurance agent of 50 
Pine Street, charged with being connected with 
the issuing of alleged bogus Lloyds insurance 
policies, presented himself at the District At- 
torney’s office yesterday in company. with his 
counsel, W. B. Ellison, and Richard J. Chard, 
an oil merchant of 96 Pine Street, who offered 
himself as bondsman. He was arraigned before 
Recorder Goff, in Part I., General Sessions, and 
admitted to $5,000 bail.

TAMMANY” WILL RATIFY 





PROPOSES TO INDORSE THE TICKET 
NOMINATED AT CHICAGO, 


District Leaders Report to John C. 
Sheehan, and a Call for a Meet- 
ing of the Executive Commiitee 
to be Held Thursday or Friday 
Will Probably Be Issued To-day— 
Sees No Reason for Waiting Until 


After State Convention, 


Tammany proposes to indorse the Bryan 
and Sewall ticket, despite the advice of 
some of its most prominent men, and it 
will probably pave the way to place itself 
on record this week. A call for a meeting 


of the Executive Committee, to be held 
either Thursday or Friday afternoon, will 
probably be issued to-day. That was the 
opinion of a number of the district leaders 
who called on John C. Sheehan, the execu- 
tive head of Tammany, at his office, yester- 
day afternoon. 

Mr. Sheehan had been at Far Rockaway 
since last Thursday, and his return yester- 
day was the signal for a number of the 
leaders to drop in and tell him what they 
thought of the conditions existing in their 
districts. Among his callers were Thomas 
J. Dunn, leader of the Twenty-sixth As- 
sembly District; John T. Oakley of’ the 
Fourteenth District, Frank Lantry of the 
Twenty-second District, ex-Police Justice 
Daniel F. McMahon of the Seventeenth Dis- 
trict, ex-Senator George W. Plunkett of the 
Fifteenth District, Senator Maurice Feath- 
erson of the Twenty-eighth District, James 
J. Martin, Chairman of the Tammany Ex- 
ecutive Committee; Senator Thomas F. 
Grady, Senator Louis Munzinger, Civil Jus- 
tice Wauhope Lynn, Charles F. Murphy, 
leader of the Sixteenth Assembly District; 
Patrick Roche, and Assemblyman Louis 
Davidson, 

‘neve was nothing formal about the con- 
ference. The leaders, as a rule, told Mr. 
Sheehan what they had told him before— 
that their followers were for the Chicago 
ticket, silver or no silver. 

Chairman Hinkley of the State Commit- 
tee has advised Democrats to wait until the 
Democratic State Convention before taking 
action on the Chicago ticket, but Tammany, 
it seems, does not propose to wait. Tam- 
many will send 105 delegates to the State 
Convention, which will have a membership 
of 450 all told, or three from each Assembly 
district in the State. Tammany, once hav- 
ing indorsed the coyote ticket made at 
Chicago, will send delegates to the State 
Convention who will urge the indorsement 
of Bryan and Sewall by that body. This is 
the significance of Tammany’s action at 
this time. 

The State machine, if Mr. Hinkley’s state- 
ment is to be so interpreted, has decided to 
take no action until September. Tammany 
hopes to take action now and commit 105 
delegates to the State Convention to the 
Chicago ticket. The question was asked 
yesterday: ‘‘Is this in defiance of the 
wishes of the managers of the State or- 
ganization? ’’ 

Mr. Sheehan said there had been plenty 
of time since the Chicago Convention for 
the district leaders to ascertain the senti- 
ment of their organization. : 

“The great majority of the leaders re- 
port to-day that the Democratic voters 
want to ratify the nomination of Bryan 
and Sewall without further delay.’’

John M. Caulfieid’s Project. 


CuicaGo, July 20.—A special from Ligo- 
nier, Ind., says: ‘* John M. Caulfield, an In- 
diana capitalist, is at the head of a project 
to give Indiana cites direct communication 
with Milwaukee by the construction of a 
road from Lawrenceburg, Ind., to Benton 
Harbor, the northern terminus, and thence 
by transports to Milwaukee. Mr. Caulfield 


has interested Eastern capitalists in his 
project to construct transports for the car- 
rying of loaded cars from Benton Harbor 
to Milwaukee, and the capital is also avail- 
able for the construction of the road. Ben- 
ton Harbor has voted $15,000 for the con- 
struction of a bridge across the St. Joe 
River, near Royalton, on the proposed 
route, which has been surveyed from Law- 
renceburg to Benton Harbor. The road, 
when completed, will control a heavy traffic 
in freight from the Northwest by way of 
Milwaukee, by reason of the connections it 
will make with leading trunk lines run- 
ning east and west. During the coming 
week Eastern railroad men will take steps 
necessary to the immediate completion of 
the new line, which will be known as the 
Lawrenceburg, South Bend and Milwaukee 
Railroad.”’ 


To Confer About Railway Mail Matter. 


WASHINGTON, July 20.—A number of rep- 
resentatives of railroad companies through- 
out the United States are expected in this 
city during the week to have a conference 
with the Postmaster General on his recent 
order compelling payment of postage on 
mail matter exchanged between railroads 
pertaining to railroad and personal matters. 
As exclusively stated in The United Press 
dispatches, the roads have been exchanging 
mail matter carried in baggage cars with- 
out paying postage, which was deemed to 
be in violation of the postal regulations, 
and the railroads were so notified by the 
Postmaster General. 

Since this action of the Postmaster Gen- 
eral a number of letters have been received 
at the department from railroad officials 
regarding the order, and a delegation was 
recently appointed at Chicago to have a 
conference with the Postmaster General on 
the subject. The department has never in- 
terfered with a railroad company carrying 
its official mail over its own lines, but does 
and will object to its exchange over other 
lines, which system has been in vogue a 
long time among railroad officials of the 
various companies. 


Grand Trunk’s Condition. 


Sir Charles Rivers Wilson, President of 
the Grand Trunk Railway, who sailed from 
this port on July 4, reached his home in 
England last week. He is quoted by a 
London newspaper as follows: ‘“ After a 
thorough inspection, I can say that the 
conditions are very good—certainly better 


than I expected. I am satisfied that the 
general railway situation is becoming bet- 
ter daily. The revenue statement for May 
is not encouraging, but May this year con- 
tained one less working day than last year. 
On the main line in May gross increased 
$14,000, but this was practically wiped out 
by increased expenditures. On the Chicago 
Division there was a gross increase of $22,- 
000, and this was all retained. On the en- 
tire system the net increase for the month 
is $21,500. There was a deficit of $450,000 
in the balance sheet at the end of the June 
half year.’’ 


Mileage Books on the Lackawanna. 


ALBANY, N. Y., July 20.--The State Rail- 
road Commission has been notified by the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Rail- 
road that it intends to comply with the 


mileage-book law amendment passed by the 
last Legislature. The board had some cor- 
respondence with the officials of the road, 
as, under the old law, they had refused to 
comply with the recommendations of the 
board, claiming they were complying with 
the law so far as was gene A The 
new law is more specific, and requires the 
road to sell mileage books at all stations in 
cities and incorporated villages. 


East-Bound Freight Shipments. 


The total shipments of dead freight out 
of Chicago, east bound, last week amount- 
ed to 52,720 tons, as compared with 64,870 
tons the previous week and 56,400 tons last 


year. The Grand Trunk carried 6,923 tons, 
the Pittsburg and Fort Wayne 6,786 tons, 
the Lake Shore 6,291 tons, the Erie 5,513 
tons, the Wabash 5,460 tons, the Michigan 
Central 5,270 tons, the Pan Handle 5,226 
tons, the Nickel Plate 5,178 tons, the Bal- 
timore and Ohio 4,396 tons, and the Big 
Four 1,697 tons. 


Railroad Men and Matters. 


—On the first section of the Minneapolis, 
St. Paul and Ashland Railway, running south- 
west from Ashland, Wis., twenty-five miles, the 
grading has been completed. Some time this 
week contracts for the remainder of the road to 
the Twin Cities will be let in Minneapolis. The 
line will be about 180 miles long. Rails for the 
entire line will be received at Ashland by water 
and laid from there southwesterly. The road 
will open millions of feet of the valuable hard- 
wood and pine left in Northwest Wisconsin. 


—Vice President Hall of the New-York, 
New-Haven and Hartford Road said in New- 
Haven yesterday, that the road had just renewed 
a loan of $3,000,000 from a Boston banking firm 
made a year ago. He said that it would be im- 
mediately applied to New-England road improve- 
ments. he loan was at 4% per cent., against 
3% per cent. last year. 

—W. H. Fulton, lately Private Secre- 
tary to General Passenger Agent T. J. Ander- 
son of the Seaboard Air Line, has been promot- 
ed to be Assistant Ticket and Passenger Agent 
in Atlanta. 


—A meeting of the Southern’ States 
Freight Association wiN be held in Baltimore 
to-morrow to consider the rate war of the Sea- 
board Air Line against the Southern Railway sys- 
tem.

Not Guilty of Conspiracy. 


Timothy E, Deegan, who, with several other 
members of the National Carpenters’ Union, was 
charged with conspiracy by James Black of 
Brooklyn, in that they prevented him from ob- 
taining employment at his trade in this city 


unless he paid a ten-dollar fine and quarterly 
dues of $1, was arraigned for examination in 
Yorkville Police Court yesterday afternoon. The 
defendant showed that one of the by-laws of 
the local brotherhood provides that every mem- 
ber of the union, residing in other counties, 
shall, on procuring employment in the City and 
County of New-York, pay a deposit of $10. This, 
as well as other regulations of the union, is sup- 
posed to be subscribed to by every man who 
becomes a member. Magistrate Mott said he 
could find no ground on which to entertain a com- 
plaint of conspiracy, and he dismissed the case.

Senator Peffer, wise, whiskery, and won- 
derfully calm, in comparison with the in- 
tense, noisy, contentious throng of dele- 
gates, but just as cranky, extreme, and 
revolutionary in his way as any of them, 
sits about to give Senatorial advice. Gen. 
J. B. Weaver, once the Peopie’s Party can- 
didaie for President, now a Bryan man, 
with an eye to success and a Cabinet po- 
sition under a Populist President, gives his 
experience and cunning political skill to the 
eager throng of visitors to his rooms. A 
Populist not so well known in the East is 
*“Cyclone’’ Davis of Texas, a more than 
six-foot glant under a sombrero two feet 
wide. Then there is the inevitable Ignatius 
Donnelly, who ‘has sought to revenge him- 
self upon the public for his political fail- 
ure by transferring the authorship of 
Shakespeare to Bacon. He is here as full 
of argument as a nut of meat, and he is 
for Bryan and success. Jerry Simpson, 
once more a candidate for Congress, is 
perhaps the sanest Populist of the whole 
outfit, and he knows better. 





PLEASED WITH CHICAGO’S WORK. 


Leading Populists Indorse the Can- 
didate and Platform. 





St. Louis, July 20.—If there has been any 
doubt in the minds of conservative Demo- 
crats that the Chicago Convention made a 
declaration of Populist principles and 
named a Populist for President, the utter- 
ances of the leading men in the approach- 
ing convention ought to settle all doubt. 

“Bloody Bridle’’ Waite is heartily in 
favor of Bryan. ‘I have the utmost con- 
fidence,’’ he says, ‘‘in such men as Bryan, 
Pennoyer, and Altgeld, who really con- 
trolled the Chicago Convention. I was 
surprised when I read the Chicago plat- 
form to see how many reforms they had 
incorporated in it.’’ 

Capt. Kolb of Alabama favors Bryan, 
and the indorsement of the Chicago plat- 
form. He says “‘ the platform contains the 
essence of Populism.” 

Thomas M. Patterson of Colorado says 


that if the Omaha platform be compared 
with that upon which Mr. Bryan was nom- 
inated, it will be found that the Chicago 
platform makes a solemn pledge to the 
country of every reform advocated in the 
Omaha platform, except fiat paper money, 
Government ownership of railroads, and 
the Sub-Treasury scheme. 

Ignatius Donnelly says: ‘‘The Demo- 
cratic Party has now moved up and taken 
possession of the ground which we occu- 
pied four years ago.”’ 

The Committee on Resolutions will have a 
prodigious task before it, for there is a 
congregation of peculiar people here, primed 
with cures for anything that Populists be- 
lieve can be affected «3 legislation. If 
a new platform is made it is certain to be 
far more radical than the Chicago plat- 
form; indeed, this convention talks of the 
Chicago Democrats as behind the times— 
old-fogyish, and corrupted. Association 
with the Chicago people is discussed as if 
assent to it were an act of unparalleled con- 
descension. 

Chairman Hanna, according to an alarm- 
ing report put out here, is supposed to be 
at work promoting opposition to Bryan’s 
nomination, and is represented as having 
employed agents by e use of money to 
influence the action 6f leaders and dele- 
gates. The Washington correspondent of 
a St. Louis paper sends a ringing warning 
to this city of this plan to corrupt and de- 
ceivesthe course of the Populists. In the 
same issue of the paper in which this 
protest against interference is published, 
and on the same page, appears a circum- 
stantial aceount of the arrival here of 
Chairman J. K. Jones of the Democratic 
National Committee, of his conference at 
the Lindell with about sixty leaders of the 
Populist Party; a statement that he had 
promised, for Bryan, equal consideration in 
the event of success; that the services of 
Populists will be properly rewarded, and 
the assertion that this announcement “ put 
new life into the Bryan movement.” 

The danger to the Populist cause suggest- 
ed by the Washington wire is not imminent. 
Senator Jones appears to have been wel- 
comed as a brother with open arms, and 
his promise for Bryan that “the pie coun- 
ter”’ is to be as accessible to Populists as 
to the Democrats who have accepted their 
doctrines, given them a Populist candidate, 
and made the way plain for a union, ap- 
pears to dispose of any reason for concern 
lest ‘‘ Boss’? Hanna shall purchase a ma- 
jority to insist upon the nomination of new 
candidates upon a new platform. 

Some of the hungrier Perulists have been 
looking anxiously about fur Hanna’s agents 
and their purses of gold, notwithstanding 
the angry assertion of a Populist paper that 
a Populist who is against Bryan is a ‘‘ Han- 
naized”’ Populist. In support of the pledge 
made by Senator Jones, the following letter 
written by the Democratic candidate to a 
friend in the East has been printed here: 

You may quote me as saying in regard to the 
relation of a President to his party: The Presi- 
dent, like any other public official, is a public 
servant, and it is his duty to carry out the prin- 
ciples laid down in the platform upon which he 
was elected and taught by the party of which 
he was a member. 

The President is not selected as a school teacher, 
to instruct his party, nor is he chosen because 
those who choose him are not able to think for 
themselves. He is chosen by those who think as 
he does, to carry out, in legislation, and in the 
executive departments of the Government, the po- 
litical principles and policies for which the party 
stands. 

In the distribution of patronage he is in duty 
bound to recognize all the elements of his party 
in so far as he recognizes the party at all. To 
discriminate against a portion of the party which 
helped to elect him is as indefensible as it would 
be to appoint members of another party to office 
to which the party is entitled. 

The phrase ‘‘ A public office is a public trust ”’ 
includes it all, because he is simply a trustee 
= for a limited time to perform a certain 

uty. 





MAY BE A BOLT. 


Texas Poptulists Dislike to Support a 
Democrat. 


St. Louis, July 20.—While the rank and 
file are disputing about gold and silver, 
flat money, Government ownership of rail- 
roads) and telegraphs, income tax. and 
graduated land tax, the initiative and the 
referendum, and a few other things with 
which they are better acquainted than they 
are with clean shirts and bathtubs, the 
leaders are worrying about how they shall 
manage to join with the greater Populist 
Party that nominated at Chicago and yet 


avoid losing distinctiveness as an organiza- 
tion and a right to demand tronage and 
a share of power as a political organization. 
The fear of being swallowed up by the 
Democratic Party as organized at Chicago 
and of wasting all their efforts to secure 
power is about all that deters the Popu- 
lists from indorsing the Chicago platform 
and candidates.’ 

The Southern Populists, who have fought 
the Democrats, hesitate to nominate Bryan 
and to accept the Chicago platform. ‘“ Cy- 
clone’’ Davis, a fierce and vehement Popu- 
list, declares that to adopt this course will 
be to drive the Texas Populists out of the 
convention, and will defeat free silver. 


Coxey says so, too. 

The Populist dislike of Sewall is gen- 
eral. He is considered a misfit. There is 
no confidence in him, and he is regarded 
as a plutocrat, notwithstanding Bryan’s 
flattering introduction of him. By nominat- 
ing Bryan and a new candidate for Vice 
President, the Populists of the ‘ middle- 
of-the-road’’ wing who hate the Demo- 
erats will be conciliated, and the organ- 
ization will be kept distinct.

‘The Chicago platform, while it does not 
go as far as we would like, is a long stride 
in our direction, and is so radical a depart- 
ure that the Democratic goldbugs openly 
call it a Populist platform, and Mr. Bryan 
a Populist candidate. Now, if this be 
true, why should we join these goldbugs 
in refusing to support a candidate and plat- 
form which is all our way? ‘The people 
will indorse Bryan whether we do or not, 
and, with a fair chance he will sweep the 
country.

THE JONES PROPOSITION. 


Agrees to Put a Populist on the 
Executive Committee. 


Str. Louis, July 20.—Although the Bryan 
propaganda is receiving the support of 
many of the Populist leaders, the real work 
of advancing his interests has been in- 
trusted to Senator Jones of Arkansas, the 
Chairman of the National Democratic Com- 
mittee. 

The proposition which Mr. Jones advances 
is this: In return for Populist and silver 
Republican support, one member of each 
party will be placed on the Democratic 
National Executive Committee. 

In States where the Populists greatly out- 
number the Democrats, the Populists are to 
control the nominations for Congress and 
the principal State offices. In other States, 
where the strength of the Democrats is 
largest, a satisfactory arrangement will 
be made with respect to the State and 
Congressional tickets, the purpose in each 
ease being to secure the election of free- 
silver representatives to the House. 

The scheme finds great favor with such of 
the Populists as Jones has consulted. The 
argument of the latter is that if Bryan is 
not nominated, half of the Populists, in the 
West especially, will vote for him, and that 
the effect of this will be to disrupt the 
party. It may be stated in this connection 
that Jones insists strenuously that not only 
shall Bryan be nominated, but Sewall as 
well. 

He insists that these conditions be rigidly 
adhered to, and flatly refuses to entertain 
any proposition that looks only to the nom- 
ination of Bryan and the repudiation of the 
Democratic nominee for the second place on 
the ticket. 





PEFFER HAS A SCHEME, 


Would Have Candidates Selected 


After Election. 


St. Louis, July 20.—Senator Peffer, while 
favoring fusion, is disposed to back up 
Taubeneck’s scheme, whereby the Presi- 
dential Electors chosen would select the 
candidates for whom they should vote after 
the November election. Mr. Peffer has this 
to say: 

“I think the first thing that we ought to 
do is to readopt the Omaha platform, re- 
vised and brought up to date, and to ap- 
point a National Committee to look after 
party affairs, so as to preserve our party 
identity. There is no reason why we should 
abandon either our party doctrine or our 
party. 

“In the next place, I think we will have 
to arrange some satisfactory way to com- 
bine the anti-gold vote of the country. 
What can be done in the different States 
and localities to accord with the voting 
strength of the several parties must be de- 


cided upon, and after the election, if we 
have chosen a majority of the Electors, as 
I think we will, they can then agree among 
themselves, according to their preferences, 
on a candidate. That would allow all of us 
to vote according to party preferences, and 
it would relieve us of a great deal of fric- 
tion that might otherwise occasion trouble. 

“There are only two points on which I 
feel tenacious. The first is to maintain 
our party organization, and the second is 
to combine the silver vote of the coun- 
try.” 

This ingenious scheme of leaving the se- 
lection of a President with the Electors 
does not meet with much favor. 

“It would give the Elector altogether 
too much latitude in his choice,’”’ said Dr. 
Taylor of Chicago, who has been talked of 
as the Vice Presidential nominee in case 
a separate ticket shall be noniinated. “ An 
unscrupulous Elector could easily find some 
reason for refusing to vote for any of the 
candidates named, and no good could come 
out of it. So far as the Populist organiza- 
tion being destroyed in case of fusion, I 
am not afraid of that, although I am not 
prepared yet to say whether I am in favor 
of fusion or not. The Illinois delegates 
have not decided what stand they will take 
and will not until after careful considera- 
tion. Personally, I think fusion will win.” 





STOUT APPEAL FOR BRYAN. 


Paaterson of Colorado Issues an Ad- 
dress to the Delegates. 


Sr. Louis, July 20.—Thomas M. Patterson 
of Denver, the Chairman of the Colorado 
delegation to the Populist National Con- 
vention, arrived here yesterday, and last 
night issued an address, in which he urges 
the nomination of Bryan and Sewall. 

Mr. Patterson bolted the National Demo- 
cratic Convention four years ago because 
of its refusal to declare for the free coin- 
age of silver. Mr. Patterson’s address, 
which is signed also by other leaders of 


the delegation, is in reply to the appeal 
of Chairman Taubeneck of the Populist 
National Committee, to maintain the au- 
tonomy of the Populist Party by refusing 
either to indorse or nominate the candi- 
dates nominated at the Chicago Conven- 
tion. 

After a declaration that the continued 
existence of the People’s Party is a neces- 
sity to the country, and that if their or- 
ganization should be dissolved, the masses 
would be deprived of any protection against 
“the greed of corporations, trusts, and 
syndicates,” and that the money power 
would soon gain complete ascendency over 
both the Democratic and Republican Par- 
ties, the address goes on to say: 

To nominate an independent ticket, one in 
opposition as much to Bryan and Sewall as it 
would be to McKinley and Hobart, would not 
only make it impossible to restore free coin- 
age of silver during the lifetime of the young- 
est in the coming convention, but it would prac- 
tically annihilate the People’s Party, so far as 
followers are necessary to make a party. 

Instead of nominating others, the People’s 
Party should nominate, not ‘‘ indorse,’’ Bryan 
and Sewall. It should adopt its own platform 
of principles and place upon it its choice for 
President and Vice President, 

It is true that should the Democratic Party 
be successful, the Populists might not be in a 
position to ‘‘demand’’ appointment to office 
from President Bryan. But who can doubt his 
sense of justice and recognition of obligation for 
patriotic duty well done by the members of the 
People’s Party? 

Grant that the Democratic Party will not be 
likely to provide for paper money that is not re- 
deemable in coin. But Mr. Taubeneck is mis- 
taken in his claim that outside of free coinage 
for silver all other reforms advocated by the 
People’s Party will be forced to await the 
formation and victory of some new party pledged 
to their support. If he will read the Omaha 
platform and compare it line for line with the 
platform upon which Mr. Bryan was nominated, 
he will find that the latter makes a solemn 
pledge to the country of every reform advocated 
in the former except flat money, Government 
ownership of railroads, and the Sub-Treasury 
scheme, which latter measure the Omaha plat- 
form itself discredited. 


Mr. Patterson’s address has been com- 
mended highly to-day by many delegates.

W. H. VA\ KLEECK’S HOUSE ROBBED 


The Banker Is Away and the Police 
Do Not Know What Was Taken. 


The house of William H. Van Kleeck of 
335 West Forty-fifth Street, who has a 
banking office at 3 Broad Street, was en- 
tered some time on Sunday night by burg- 
lars and ransacked from attic to cellar 
The family is out of town. 

The burglars gained an entrance by forc- 
ing open the scuttle on the roof. At the 
foot of tle stairs leading from the upper 
floor to the roof they broke open a locked 
door with an axe, and then they roamed al! 
over the house. 

The desks, bureaus, and trunks were 
forced open and the contents scattered 
around the rooms of the house. When 
the police arrived not a piece of silverware 
could be found on the premises. The police 
are in a quandary as to whether the burg- 
lars took it or whether Mr. Van Kleeck 
deposited it in a safety deposit vault pre- 
vious to his going out of town. 

Policeman Quinn of the West Forty-sev- 
enth Street Station found an axe and a 
chisel in the areaway of the house early 
yesterday morning. He at once started to 
make an investigation, but could not get 
into the house. He then ascended to the 
roof of the adjoining house and soon found 
the scuttle of Mr. Van Kleeck’s residence 
open. He descended the stairway and 
found the smashed door. Going further he 


found the contents of the house scattered 
all around. Clothes were thrown about and 
bureau drawers were forced open. In one 
room an empty jewel case was found on the 


oor. 

Capt. Shechan of the West Forty-seventh 
Street Station was informed and he placed 
detectives on the case. They learned 
that Mr. Van Kleeck had gone to the 
Hundred Island House, Lake George, N. 
Y., and they telegraphed for him. He is 
expected to return to town to-day. Until 
his arrival the police cannot tell whether 
much of value was taken from the house, 
as the valuables may have been stored. 





T. Q. SEABROOKE AVOIDS ARREST. 


Found Guilty of Contempt in His 
Wife’s Suit, He Leaves Town. 


Thomas Q. Seabrooke, the comic-opera 
comedian, was adjudged guilty of contempi 
by Justice Lawrence, in the Supreme Court, 
yesterday, and an order was issued for his 
commitment to Ludlow Street Jail upon his 
arrest. 

An order was issued by the court a few 
weeks ago, upon the application of Davic 
May, a lawyer, requiring Seabrooke to pay 
$40 a week alimony anda counsel fee of 
$200 to his wife, Elvia Crox Seabrooke, whe 
had brought an action for separation from 
him on charges of cruel and inhuman 
treatment. Seabrooke pleaded inability to 
pay, and said that his wife was earning 
$75 a week with an opera company in Cleve- 
land, Ohio. He has thus far failed to obey 
the order to make the required payments 
to his wife’s attorney, and for this reason 
the order for his commitment was secured. 

Seabrooke’s last engagement was with 
“The Thoroughbred’? company, in which 
he succeeded Henry E. Dixey in the lead- 
ing réle. ‘The Thoroughbred” closed its 
season at the Garrick Theatre a month ago, 
since which time Seabrooke has been about 
the city. 

Seabrooke, who had heard that an order 
had been issued fpr his arrest, said good- 
bye to several friends at the Hotel War: 
wick at 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon, ana 
declared that he would seek seclusion out- 
side the limits of the State until he was in 
a position to comply with the order of the 
court. He took an elevated road train for 
the Cortlandt Street Ferry and proceeded 
to Jersey City. f 

Seabrooke’s friends say that through 
heavy losses with his opera company he is 
not able to pay the sums ordered by the 
court, but that as soon as the theatrical 
season opens, when he will secure a lucra- 
tive engagement, he will return to _the 
State and pay all that is due in his wife’s 
case.

Ail that has hitherto been done or said 
against the Jews by the Vienna anti-Se- 
mites was surpassed to-day (July 8) in the 
ower Austrian Diet by the Radical Dep- 
uties, Herren Gregorig and Schneider.

Herr Gregorig moved, as an amendment, 
that “Jews, whether baptized or not, are 
excluded from exercising the franchise,” 
and he added, “ The Jews are a menace to 
the whole community, and there is no 
means of protection against their encroach- 
sunents unless it be the confiscation of their 
property. Until this becomes law, these in- 
solent persons deserve nothing less than 
the horsewhip.”’ 

Herr Schneider, in supporting tke motion, 
suid; “I second the motion because I am 
of opinion that the franchise can only be 
exercised by men in human society. I can- 
not concede to the Jews the right of human- 
ity, and am of opinion that we should make 
all intercourse between men and Jews pun- 
ishable by criminal law, as an obscene act, 
eontrary to nature.”

JAPAN, 





THE EXPANSION OF 
Two pieces of news that are mutually 
illuminating appear at the same time. 
One comes in the form of a Hongkong 
dispatch to The London Times and the 
other in a press dispatch from San Fran- 
cisco. 

The Hongkong dispatch confirms, upon 
the testimony of a missionary, the re- 
ports of Japanese atrocities upon the 
Island of Formosa. According to this 
witness, the Japanization of Formosa is 
proceeding by means of the extermina- 
tion of the Chinese, whose villages are 
burned and themselves put to death with 
great cruelty. 

Unfortunately, there is no inherent im- 
probability in this story. The massacre 
at Port Arthur took place in circum- 
stances which madé it extremely desir- 
able for the Japanese to show that they 
knew how to behave with moderation 
after a victory, and that they desired to 
live up to the standards of Western civ- 
ilization in the conduct of war. There 
was a considerable number of witnesses 
who wefe present expressly to report 
their hehavior to Europe and America. 
Either the Japanese Generals were una- 
ware how the atrocities of their troops 
would be regarded in civilized countries, 
or else they were entirely unable to en- 
force discipline upon a soldiery elated 
with victory and eager for revenge. In 
Formosa none of the restraints that 
might have been expected to operate at 
Port Arthur have existed. There has 
been nothing to prevent the victorious 
Japanese from acting according to their 
kind. It is true that they cannot have 
treated the Chinese, either in China or in 
Formosa, more cruelly than the Chinese 
would have treated them if the condi- 
tions had been reversed. But the civil- 
ized view is that there are restraints 
which a civilized nation imposes upon it- 
self, and that not to observe these is to 
fail in civilization. 

The other announcement is that a Jap- 
anese syndicate has secured an option 
upon 500,000 acres in the State of Chia- 
pas, Mexico, and is preparing to develop 
this tract by means of coolie agricultural 
labor imported from Japan. This is a 
project of a kind that has heretofore been 
reserved for European and American 
promoters. It is evident that to carry it 
out the Japanese concerned must have 
secured the passive consent, if not the 
positive co-operation, of the Government. 
The scheme aims at nothing less than 
the establishment of a considerable Jap- 
anese settlement in the southernmost of 
the Pacific States of Mexico, and it is 
easy to see that political considerations, 
in view of a possible contest for the con- 
trol of an isthmian canal, might have as 
much to do with it as commercial. In 
fact, the absence of any evident commer- 
cial considerations for such a colony of 
itself suggests a political object. It 
would be an odd thing if we should have 
to extend the Monroe doctrine to the Pa- 
cific; but it is unquestionable that we 
should oppose the extension of the Asi- 
atic political system to any part of that 
coast. 








STATE RIGHTS IN NATIONAL POLI- 
TICS, 

What we are accustomed to call the 
“ Presidential election’’ is a National 
election only in the sense that all the 
States which compose the Nation now 
vote on the same day for Presidential 
Electors, but that is wholly a matter of 
State regulation which has been brought 
into uniformity as to the time and man- 
ner of “appointing” Electors by the in- 
dependent action of the several States. 
The real Presidential election, which is 
prescribed by the Federal Constitution, 
takes place when the Electors cast their 
votes for President and Vice President. 
Nobody else votes directly for those offi- 
cers, and the nomination of candidates 
by National Convention is merely a 
party practice which sprang up long 
after the Constitution was adopted and 
has no recognition in law. 

Congress may make or alter the regu- 
lations for the election of Senators and 
Representatives in Congress, but Elect- 
ors can only be “appointed” by each 
State, to express its voice in the choice 
of President and Vice President “in 
such manner as the Legislature thereof 
may direct.” In most of the States in 
the early days the Blectors were ap- 
pointed by the Legislature itself, and the 
manner of choosing them is still regu- 
lated exclusively by State laws. They 
are now chosen in all the States by a 
popular vote on a general ticket, but in 
each State it is a State election under 
State laws, and the National authority 
has no jurisdiction over the process, 

Notwithstanding the practice that has 
prevailed so long of making party nomi- 
nations for President and Vice Presi- 
dent by National conventions, and the 
custom of Electors in each State to cast 
their votes for the candidates nominated 
by their party, it is the theory and the 
intent of the Constitution that they 
shall exercise an independent choice, 
and this theory and intent would have 
to be regarded in any question as to 
what is Constitutional and “ regular” 
in a legal sense. The purpose of the 
Constitution was that each State as a 
State should have a voice in choosing 
the President and Vice President of the 
United States proportioned to its repre- 
sentation in Congress, and that the peo- 
ple of each #tate should be truly repre-" 
sented in the expression of that voice. 

All this is pertinent just now to the 
question of party regularity in a State. 
The choice of Presidential Electors is a 





State election, to be determined hy @. 
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majority of the voters of the State, who 
have a right to be truly represented by 
those Electors. The nomination of can- 
didates for President and Vice President 
is not recognized by the Constitution, or 
by any law, and by whatever process it 
is effected, if it is not acceptable to the 
party in whose name it is made in any 
State it has no binding effect upon such 
party. Not only is the party in such 
State not bound by it, but it is entirely 
free to reject it and express its own 
choice fur different candidates. If it 
does this according to the regular, forms 
of party action through primary elec- 
tions and conventions, it can in no sense 
forfeit its regularity, over Which no au- 
thority but its own State organization 
has any control. If, for instance, a ma- 
jority of the Democratic Party in this 
State is opposed to the Chicago nomi- 
nations, and it secures a representation 
in the State convention opposed to those 
nominations, it would be entirely com- 
petent to name candidates for Presiden- 
tial Electors who would truly represent 
its choice, and to pledge them, if elect- 
ed, to cast their Electoral votes for any 
ticket it might name. 

Whether this would be politic or ex- 
pedient is another question, and one for 
the party organization to determine, but 
it would be “ regular,” and it would be 
consistent with the intent of the Na- 
tional Constitution and with the right 
of the Democratic voters of the State. 
It may be questioned whether any other 
course would be consistent with the 
right of those voters and of the people 
of this State to secure a true expression 
of their choice. It being a matter of 
nominating the State’s Electors and of 
electing them under the laws of the 
State, the question of regularity would 
be one for the State organization to de- 
termine, and no other authority could 
interfere in this any more than in any 
other action of a State convention, such 
as the adoption of a platform or the 
nomination of candidates for the admin- 
istrative offices of the State. 

As to the provision in our election law 
relating to the form of the official bal- 
lot, which requires the names of the 
candidates for President and Vice Presi- 
dent to be “ placed on the ticket imme- 
diately below the name of the party 
making the nominations,” it may be 
said that a State election law can take 
no cognizance of nominations made by 
any party outside of the State and not 
accepted by the party within the State. 
So far as that law is concerned, “ the 
party making the nominations” is the 
party in this State, and it is for it 
to say through its State convention what 
are the names of its “candidates for 
President and Vice President,” which 
may or may not be those nominated at 
Chicago. This view should be taken 
into account by those who are consid- 
ering the course to be pursued by the 
Democrats of this State. 








A “MIDDLE OF THE ROAD” TURN- 
COAT. 

Among the wild silverites who oppose 
the “indorsement’”’ of BRYAN and Srw- 
ALL at the coming St. Louis Convention 
is CHARLES A. TOowN®E of Minnesota, and 
he is himself talked of for Presidential 
candidate by some of the “ middle of 
the road’’ Populists. Mr. Towne is, 
like BrYAN, a “brilliant orator’? who 
moves multitudes by the power of his 
eloquence. Last month he was in St. 
Louis as a delegate to the Republican 
Convention and was one of the Teller 
bolters. 

In a speech at St. Paul the other night 
Mr. TowNpb said that he had been a Re- 
publican from birth “ until a quarter to 
two on June 18, 1896."" He added, ‘‘ My 
opinions have not changed, and if I am 
not a Republican to-day, it is because 
somebody else has changed.” Perhaps 
he meant that his opinions have not 
changed this year, for, according to The 
St. Paul Pioneer Press, the change took 
place after he got elected to Congress 
two years ago. It says that he was then 
nominated and elected on a sound- 
money platform which he claimed to 
have written himself, and that he 
“fought with and for his party under 
the sound-money standard” and was 
elected with the understanding that he 
was “in full accord with his party on 
that question.” 

Having secured his election, accord- 
ing to the same authority, the eloquent 
Towne “astounded his constituents by 
the announcement that he was in favor 
of all he had condemned on the stump,” 
and in Congress “turned his back on 
his party’’ and joined hands with the 
forces of free silver. Why this sudden 
turning of his coat in the middle of the 
road The Pioneer Press does not explain, 
but it raises the question and then re- 
marks: “He is a brilliant and effective 
orator—one of those whose eloquence 
they tell us is capable of moving multi- 
tudes. The oligarchy of silver miners 
has long been eagerly in search of this 
sort of man. It is well known that 
WILLIAM J. Bryan, the Pop-Anarchist 
nominee for President, has long been on 
their pay roll as one of their hired advo- 
cates.”’ 








TAMMANY’S ATTITUDE. 


On the occasion of its one hundred 
and eighth celebration of Independence 
Day the Tammany Society listened in 
its hall to speeches delivered by Demo- 
crats of prominence, all of whom spoke 
for sound money. Congressman JOSIAH 
PATTERSON of Tennessee, one of the 
most earnest and courageous opponents 
of the 16 to 1 craze, said: 


‘‘I do not hesitate to say that in view of 
the price of silver bullion in the open mar- 
ket, the free, unlimited, and independent 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 is as 
rank an instance of attempted paternalism 
as was ever proposed by any political party. 
When commerce has decreed the value of 
one pound of gold to be equal to thirty-two 
pounds of silver, then we might as well 
adopt the whole Populist creed and insist 
that the Government can at will create 
money and by law fix its purchasing power, 
in deflance of the laws of trade and the 
common sense of mankind.”’ 


President CL.mVBLAND wrote that “ the 
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high and firm financial ground we have 
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thus far been able to hold should not be 
abandoned in the pursuit of a policy 
never attempted without National in- 
jury.” In a letter of some length, re- 
gretting his inability to be present, Sena- 
tor Davip P. Hitu formulated a party 
creed of twelve articles, one of which 
We quote: 

“The best money in use. Money of in- 
trinsic value, hard money, gold and silver 
securely established by international agree- 
ment with leading nations; no depreciated, 
unexportable fifty-cent dollars at any ratio. 
No legal-tender paper money, but whatever 
paper currency which convenience may re- 
quire shall be convertible at all times into 
coin at the demand of the holder. The up- 
holding of the National credit at whatever 
cost.”’ 


Gov. HoapDLy wrote that a wave of 
Socialism, Communism, and Anarchism 
was sweeping over the world, and 16 to 
1 was its American form. Congressman 
HARRISON of Alabama explained the 
ehoice of a free-silver delegation to Chi- 
cago from his State by sdying that the 
bars had been let down and Populists 
had been permitted to get into the or- 
ganization. Congressman FRANKLIN 
BARTLETT made a vigorous argument 
against free coinage. 

Finally, just at adjournment, came 
this message from RICHARD CROKER to 
Sachem JOHN C. SHEEHAN: 

$ Congratulate the organization on the 


day we celebrate and your stand for sound 
money.” ' 


Mr. JOHN C. SHEEHAN announced yes- 
terday, after a conference of district 
leaders, that Tammany will support the 
Democratic National ticket and that the 
Executive Committee would in a few 
days make arrangements for a great 
ratification meeting. It is evident that 
Mr. SHEEHAN’sS views on the financial 
question have undergone a change since 
July 4. The Independence Day celebra- 
tion was a sound-money affair from be- 
ginning to end. It was organized for 
that purpose in order that the influence 
of ‘Tammany, such as it possesses, might 
be exerted upon the Chicago Convention. 
The speakers were carefully selected in 
order that the oratory of the occasion 
might ring true for the best money and 
no currency debasement. The press re- 
ports do not indicate that the speakers 
failed to elicit from their audience the 
ordinary manifestations of approval. 

This sudden right-about-face of Tam- 
many is a little queer. Its strongest and 
most reasonable men, its best politicians, 
are against the Chicago ticket. Many of 
them have openly bolted. In indorsing 
BRYAN Tammany will act against the 
advice of Senator Hii and of the Chair- 
man of the State Committee. It will act 
contrary to the often-declared policy of 
its former leader, Mr. CROKER. 

If Tammany Hall is to destroy itself 
as a political organization, it is highly 
appropriate that the suicidal act should 
be performed under.the leadership of 
men like JoHN C. SHEEHAN and HENRY 
D. PurRoy. Nobody would make bold 
to declare that its disruption, if final, 
was an unmixed evil. But it is an evil 
without extenuation for leaders who 
know better to commit their followers, 
unaccustomed to do much thinking for 
themselves, to the support of policies 
that lead to danger and disaster for the 
individual and the community. 

To expect to find sound principles in 
the Tammany leadership may be too 
exacting. Ordinary political common 
sense, however, ought not to be beyond 
the attainment of the chiefs of the Hall. 
One of the things that, in the process of 
political evolution, makes a leader is the 
ability to see somewhat further than 
the length of his nose. 








AS TO IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


A correspondent who is engaged in the 
manufacture of mechanics’ tools and 
other hardware asks us to publish the 
official statement of imports and exports 
since the enactment of the McKinley 
tariff, and to show also the course of in- 
ternational trade in cutlery and other 
finished products of iron and steel.

These figures can be found in The 
Statistical Abstract, published by the 
Government, and in the recent reports 
of the Treasury Department. 

It will be observed that the exports in 
the year just closed exceeded those of 
any one of the four McKinley tariff 
years, except 1892. They also exceeded 
those of every other year since 1881. 
Poor crops in Europe and large crops 
here swelled the exports of wheat and 
other breadstuffs from $128,000,000 in 
1891 to almost $300,000,000 in 1892. The 
annual average for the three remaining 
years of the McKinley act was less by 
$20,000,000 than the exports of the year 
ending on the 30th of last month. 

The official figures relating to imports 
show that there has been no “ flood” 
under the new tariff.

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The returns for éleven months indicate 


a total of more than $40,000,000 for the 
year just closed, while the annual av-' 
erage under the McKinley tariff slightly 
exceeded $29,000,000. 

In spite of the change in the duties, 
the imports for the two years have aver- 
aged about $24,500,000, while the aver- 
age for the McKinley years was $34,- 
500,000. 

The growth of iron and steel exports 
has been very noticeable with respect 
to machinery, hardware, and the group 
including all products not otherwise 
specified. For example, the exports of 
machinery last year were $13,430,000 
for eleven months, as against an annual 
average of about $10,250,000 for the 
McKinley years; the value of the hard- 
ware exports rose to $3,031,000 in eleven 
months, as against a McKinley average 
of about $2,400,000; the value of the ex- 
perted saws and tools ($2,014,000 in 
eleven months) was higher than ever be- 
fore; and the value of the general group 
exceeded $7,000,000, as against an aver- 
age of about $4,400,000 for the four years 
of the McKinley tariff.

GREATER NEW-YORK’S CHARTER. 


As Its Various Sections Are Drawn 
They Will Be Made Public. 


Lone Bracu, N. Y., July 20.—Commis- 
sioner De Witt to-day made the following 
statement with reference to the work that 
is being done by the sub-committee which 
is drafting the Greater New-York charter: 

“ After consultation with Gen. Tracy and 
several members of the commission, I have 
determned to give to the press the draft of 
the charter, chapter by chapter, as soon as 
they are severally completed. This course 
will accurately inform the public as to 
what is being done, and in return will 
give the Commissioners the benefit of the 
intelligent criticisms of the press. 

“Public work in all its stages should 
lie open as the day to public inspection. 
Personally, I do not wish to figure in the 
newspapers in this work, but the miscon- 
ception of what is being done arising from 
the fragmentary reports in the press found- 
ed upon incorrect and erroneous informa- 
tion would compel publicity even if I were 
opposed to it. 

“There is not and never has been any 
intention to divide Greater New-York into 
boroughs, so as to mar in the slightest 
degree the unity and integrity of the me- 
tropolis or the supremacy of the Mayor 
and Legislature over the entire city. 

“Boroughs or districts are adopted 
merely for the convenience of the general 
administration, which, as to every depart- 
ment, will be under a single head, ap- 

ointed by the Mayor, and also to permit 
Lotter facilities for caring for the strictly 
neighborhood or sectional welfare of the 
vast city which might prove too multifa- 
rious for a single head. 

“ However, we shall commence giving to 
the press the text of the charter in install- 
ments within a few days, and I respectful- 
ly ask a suspension of judgment until it is 
carefully read. Meantime, let it be borne 
in mind that what the sub-committee is 
completing is merely a tentative draft for 
the consideration of the commission during 
its months of meeting in the Fall. 

“The draft is a work which will require 
two months of daily labor, and one that 
has to be performed in order that the com- 
mission might intelligently discharge its 
duties within the time and within the ap- 
propriation fixed by the Legislature. 
“What it will eventually become in its 
general features the commission will de- 
termine. Its details, which will comprise 
all that is indispensable in the present char- 
ters of the Cities of New-York and Brook- 
lyn or the other advance charters here or 
elsewhere, are not likely to be disturbed.

Justice Dykman Sets Aside an Order 
of the Synod. 


Mount VERNON, N, Y., July 20.—Justice 
Dykman of the Supreme Court, sitting et 
White Plains, has given a decision setting 
aside the decision of the Arbitration Com- 
mittee, in reference to the controversy be- 
tween opposing factions in St. Paul’s Ger- 
man Lutheran Church, that began in 
August. The decision of the Arbitration 
Committtee favored what is known as the 
old Board of Trustees, and ousted the 


new Board of Trustees, 

The Board of Trustees of St. Paul’s 
Church last Autumn desired to have the 
Rev. C. F. Sommer, pastor of the church, 
resign. A part of the congregation op- 
posed the Trustees, who afterward offered 


heir resignations. An entirely new Board of 
Trpstess nas elected in cember. The 
members of the old Board of Trustees 
then claimed their resignations had not 
been accepted, and that the congregation 
could not elect another Board of Trustees 
while the old board was still in power. 

The question was referred to Attorne 
General Hancock in May. Mr. Hancoc 
suggested that the matter be taken for set- 
tlement before the Lutheran Synod. This 
was done, and the Synod appointed an 
Arbitration Committee. The committee de- 
cided that the new Board of Trustees 
must yield its place to the old board. The 
Supreme Court was asked to confirm this 
decision. 

Justice Dykman, in his decision, says: 
“The award cannot be upheld. Title to 
office cannot be determined by arbitration. 
The motion to confirm is denied without 


costs.”

OF EX-GOY. BUSSELL. 


The President in Attendance—A Greai 
Crowd in Cambridge. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., July 20.—The funeral 
of ex-Goy. William E. Russell to-day was 
& semi-State. affair. The State and city 
offices in Boston and Cambridge were 
closed, and an immense crowd of people 
participated in the exercises. President 
Cleveland and many notable people wers 
in attendance, 

Private services were conducted at the 
Russell family residence by the Rev. Dr. 
Alexander McKenzie of Shepard Memorial 
Church, Prayer was offered, and a few 
words of condolence and encouragement 
were said by the clergymen to the stricken 
family and relatives. 

The body was then placed in a hearse 
and, preceded by sixteen Cambridge patrol- 
men, and followed by carriages bearing 
many floral tributes, and escorted by the 


ushers, was slowly driven to City Hall, 
where it lay in state from 12 until 3 o’clock, 
It was viewed by 40,000 people. 

Leaving City Hall, the cortége passed 
down Massachusetts Avehue to Garden 
Street, to the corner of Mason Street, te 
Shepard Memorial Church. Within the edi- 
fice flowers were banked on each side of 
the chancel, and emblems of mourning 
hung on every 3ide, The three front rows 
of the centre aisle were reserved for the 
family and immediate friends. Directly 
behind these, on the right centre, sat Presi- 
dent Cleveland, Acting Gov. Wolcott, and 
two members of his staff, while the front 
rows of the right outside aisle were o¢cus 
ane by membeis of the press. Directly 
ehind the President and Governor sat 
the Justices of the Superior Court of 
Massachusetts and the ex-members of thé 
Senate and House. Behind these were 
Seated ex-members of the Cambridge City 
Council, and in the rear of these were 
seated the members of this year’s Senate 
and Hcuse, this year’s members of the 
Cambridge City Government, with the 
members of the Boston City Government 
and committees of the City Governments 
of outside cities of the Commonwealth. 

The pall bearer: were Charles Theodore 
Russell, Joseph B. Russell, Henry EB. Rus- 
sell, brothers of William E., and Ferdinand 
San W. D. Swan, and Bertram Will 

The following acted as body bearers: 
Gen. Charles H. Taylor, Harry Dutton, 
George Dixen, Sigourney Butlér, E. V. R. 
Thayer, Judge Robert Grant, William Endi- 
eott, and William Farnsworth. The intere 
ment was at Mount Auburn. 

President . Cleveland, accompanied by 
Joseph J:fferson, arrived in Boston at 
12:50 o’clock this. afternoon. They were 
met at the station by Acting Gov. Roger 
Wolcott and Adjt. Gen. Dalton. The party 
was then driven direct to the Somerset 
Club, where luncheon was served, after 
which they started for Cambridge in care 
riages. 

A large crowd awaited the President's 
arrival at the station. As soon as the 
President alighted from the train those 
present began to appland, and somebody 
shouted “‘ Three cheers for Mr. Cleveland.’* 
But the crowd seemed to realize the soleme« 
nity of the occasion that had brought Mr, 
Cleveland to Boston, and refrained from 
noisy expressions. 

The carriages were surrounded by a large 
detail of mounted policemea, and the start 
was made for the club. The display of 
mounted policemen surrounding the party 
was enough to make passers-by on the 
route taken by the vehicles to understand 
that President Cleveland was in one of the 
carriages, and everybody along the route 
tried to catch a glirapse of the President. 
As the party was }ussing through the way 
to the carriages, some personal remarks 
were directed toward the President, one 
citizen crying out, “‘ Hello, Grover,” while 
another said, ‘‘ What’s the matter with 
Grover?” Another answered, ‘“ He’s all 
right.”’ 

The President was looking very well. He 
returned to Buzzard’s Bay this evening.

JAPAN’S WIDE TRADE PROJECTS. 





Sends a Commissioner to North and 
South America, 


San Francisco, July 20.—Sho Nemoto, 
Special Commissioner from the Government 
of Japan, arrived here yesterday to study 
the prospects for the extension of com- 
merce by Japanese steamship lines to Mex- 
ican, Central American, and South Amer- 


ican ports on the Pacific coast, and also ta - 


consider the advisability of ‘securing cotton 
from the South, kerosene from Pennsyl- 
vania, and Eastern-made machinery di- 
rectly through San Diego for transporta- 
tion to Japan by one of the several pro- 
spective steamship lines. 

With the Government Commissioner is T. 
Kusakado, a representative of the Japa- 
nese Colonization Company, which purposes 
through these two men to consummate 
the purchase of 300,000 acres in the State 
of Chiapas, in the southwestern part ot 
Mexico. The idea is to divide the iand into 
small sections of twenty acres and assign 
a section to each Japanese family, Some 
eoolies will be employed, but the main 
purpose is to introduce family life and 
encourage the eolony to cultivate coffee, 
cotton, tobaceo, and sugar. 

‘My business,”’ said Mr. Nemoto, “is te 
investigate the industrial conditions in Mex- 
ico, Central America, Peru, and Chile. We 
want to learn what the prospects are for 
Japan at the ports of those countries, not 
only in shipping our goods, but the import- 
ing for our own markets. 

“IT shall not neglect the United States, 
which is the best friend we have. We now 
purchase all our kerosene and much of our 
eotton here. While my investigations are 
not for the a geo line, the information 
I hope to obtain will guide in a measure 
the action of our Parliament in subsidiz- 
ing a new steamship company.” 





A RUSH FOR CITIZENSHIP PAPERS. 


Commissioners Kept Busy 


with Applications.

Under the operation of an amendment to 
the State laws no one foreign born can 
vote at the coming election unless he has 
been naturalized at least ninety days. 

As a consequence of this law, United 
States Commissioners Shields and Lyman 
have been kept busy for some time past 
swearing in all sorts and conditicns of men, 
who, with solemn visages and upraised 
hands, declare under oath that they re- 
nounce all allegiance ‘to any foreign 
Prince or potentaie.”’ 

Another cause for the big rush for citi- 
zenship papers is that, through the in- 
fluence of the labor organizations, it has 
become next to impossible for a man to 
get work on any public undertaking, such 
as the aqueducts now under construction, 
unless he is naturalized or has taken out 
first papers. ' 

The corridors of the Federal Building 
were crowded yesterday. Hundreds of men 
have received their first or second papers 
in the last few days, and the record for the 
year so far runs up into the thousands.

Spanish Troops 
Political Prisoners Freed. 


WASHINGTON, July 20.—Surgeon General 
Wyman of the Marine Hospital Service has 
received advices from Sanitary Inspector 
Caminero, giving the sanitary condition of 
Santiago de Cuba for the week ended July 
4 iast. 

There were in that week 90 deaths—9 
from 41 from smallpox, 10 


from dysentery, 6 from diarrhoea, 5 from 


remittent fever, and the rest from com- 
mon diseases not contagious. 

Dr. Caminero stated that smallpox was 
taking a most virulent form, and the num- 
ber of cases increased daily. Yellow fever 
has also taken on a malignant character, 
and all the cases end fatally. Dysentery 
Was causing many deaths, and malaria 
was fearfully severe among the children, 
many of whom died from the pernicious 
form of intermittent fever. Eighty per cent. 
of the smallpox cases were non-vacecinated 
colored people. They are opposed to being 
vaccinated, while the epidemic rages, from 
fear of catching the disease, but the Gov- 
ernment will make vaccination compulsory 
now. 

The United States Consul at Cienfuegos 
reports several deaths from yellow fever 
in Cienfuegos during the week ended July 
4. During the same period there were 62 
deaths from smallpox. 

The United States Commercial Agent at 
Cardenas reported that during the week 
ended July 4 there were seven cases of 
yellow fever in Cardenas, of which two 
were fatal. 

The United States Sanitary Inspector at 
Havana reported 225 deaths in that city 
during the week ended July 9. Twenty 
were caused by yellow fever, with approx- 
imately 50 new cases. Of the 20 deaths by 
yellow fever during the week, 19 were 
among the Spanish troops in the military 
hospital. There were also 15 deaths from 
smallpox. 

MapDRID, July 20.—A dispatch to The Im- 
arcial from Havana says that during the 
ast ten days of June there were $8,000 in- 
valids in the Spanish army in Cuba, of 
which number 1,300 were mutering from 
yellow fever. The dispatch adds that the 
ratio of deaths is increasing. 

LONDON, July 20.—A dispatch from Ha- 
Vana says that on the recent occasion of the 
anniversary of the birth of the Queen Re- 
gent of Spain, Capt. Gen. Weyler caused 
112 political prisoners to be released in 
honor of the day.

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| BROOKLYN DEMOCRATS FOR GOLD. 


Prominent Men Who Do Not Need to 
be Told How to Vote. 


The men of Brooklyn who believe in a 
gold standard are beginning to let them- 
selves be known. Three prominent Demo- 
crats yesterday came out in favor of the 
gold standard. They are Thomas H. Mc- 
Grath of the Twenty-third Ward, Michael 
E. Moore of the Twenty-second Ward, and 
Dr. Harry Eaton, Third Vice President of 
the Democratie General Committee, a resi- 
dent of the Sixth Ward. 

Mr. Moore said: 

““ Now, as a Democrat, I wish to say that 
I do hot regard a convention dominated by 
the Anarchist Altgeld and Tillman of South 
Carolina as representatives of Democratic 
opinion, and I will not support the platform 
nor the ticket presented by a convention 
led by such meh. When we find this grand 
old party of ours dominated by such char- 
acters it is time to cry halt. The machine 
men tell us we must take our medicine. 
This dose is too nauseous for mg, and I 
cannot see why we need these men to tell 
us what to do and to call us to account for 
want of regularity. 

“For my part, I do not want any better 
example than William C. Whitney, who is 
independent of politics, desires no office, 
who loves the old Democratic Party well, 
but who loves his honor and country more, 
nor Roswell P. Flower, who has always 
stood as a representative of the best ele- 
ments of our party. It is only necessary to 
look at the elements that flocx to the stand- 
ard of the free silverites to ¢ondemn it; 
Anarchism, Socialism, Populism, and all the 
elements and the isms of the classes who 
wish to get something for nothing and who 
want a short road to wealth. 

“It is a choice between dishonesty, re- 
pudiation, and dishonor, and integrity, hon- 
esty, and right. There is no recourse for 
honest Democrats but to oppose this vio- 
lent heresy and to oppose it in the most 
effective way, is to vote for the ticket that 
stands for honest money. We do not like 
the Republican Party, but it is their good 
fortune to stand the nearest for what is 
right. We do not indorse their views on 
the tariff, perhaps, but that is a question 
that can be left in abeyance while we decide 
the question as to whether we are a Nation 
of repudiators of our obligations or not. 
That is the simple question, to my mind, a 
question of honesty or dishonesty.” 

Mr. McGrath had this to say regarding 
the gold standard: 

“Il have been a lifelong Democrat, and 
am still firm in my conviction that the 
principles and tenets of the Democratic 
Party are those which will give the best 
Government for all.

A horde of 
Socialists, Anarchists, and Populists have 
taken possession and obtained control of a 
Democratic Convention, and in their craze 
have adopted a platform which in no de- 
gree expresses the dogmas of true and 
loyal Democracy. They have, as is the cus- 
tom of their following, made a stab at the 
financial integrity and honor of the United 
States, They have announced that if suc- 
cessful in the election of their candidate 
they will repudiate the obligation of the 
Government to pay its indebtedness with a 
money good the world over, and they prac- 
tically declare that the conditions of finance 
which it will be their aim to estabiish will 
be on a par with the heathenism of China 
and the squalor of Mexico. * * * 

‘These people would wreck the Govern- 
ment and substitute Anarchy for civiliza- 
tion. To desolate and ruin is their voca- 
tion. Now let every Democrat stand firm 
for the country and the honor of the old 
flag. Do not call it quits by not voting, but 
couble your citizenship, and, no matter how 
galling, cast a vote for McKinley Electérs 
and save the Nation’s honor.” 


Gold the Standard of Civilization. 


William C. Redfield, President of the 
Brooklyn Democratic Club, delivered a 
short address before the members of the 
Neighborhood Guild, at 42 Navy Street, 
Brooklyn, last night.

MOTORMAN MALONEY DISCHARGED. 


Nassnu Trolley Company Has Had 
2,400 Accidents Sinee April. 


The Brooklyn polite tov« nu action yes- 
terday in relation io the accident on the 
Nassau Railroad at ‘Thirty-ninth Street 
and Tenth Avenue, Sunday night, in which 
seven persons were iniared, and the meotor- 
man was arrested for running his car at a 
speed of fifteen miies an hour, on complaint 
of one of the company’s officials. 

The motorman, Daniel Maloney, was ar- 
raigned before Justize Tighe in the butler 
Street Police Court yesterday, but Edward 
Tobin, the Inspector who caused his arrest, 
did not appear against him, and Justice 
Tighe discharged him. Another employe of 
the company was pres2nt and tricd to have 
the Justice hold Maloney, but the Magis- 
trate refused to do so. 

Maloney said that he was a novice at run- 
ning a car, and that Sunday was the first 
time he had been in charge of a trolley 
car. He was a marble cutter until a few 
days ago. 

He said the car was going 1ll right, and 


that just before he reached the curve he 
putyon the brake; but it would not work, 
and the car jumprd the track and ran a 
distance of fifty fest in the dirt. 

Albert L. Johnson, the President of the 
company, when asked to explain .the acci- 
dent, said: 

“It was an outrageous piece of careless- 
ness. Our orders to the men are plain. ‘l'ne 
rule is that every motorman shall stop at 
this curve and not gv anead until the con- 
ductor has rung two bells. ‘This man Ma- 
loney must have known about the curve, 
for he had gone over it four times that 


ay. 

“A Broadway Ferry and Coney Island car 
had preceded him, and on turning into 
Church Lane from the West End tracks 
had left the switun open. It was Maloney’s 
business to stop his car, change his switch, 
and go on down Thirty-ninth Street. Even 
if he had forgotten ‘© turn the switch and 
had taken the curve at the properspeed, noth- 
ing would have happened; he would simply 
have found himself on the wrong track. 
But he was going, 1 am informed, at the 
rate of fifteen iniles an hour, and, of 
course, the car jumped the rails and 
bumped over the t'es.’ 

“Some time ago I caught a motorman 
going twenty miles an hour past one of our 
‘slow-up’ signs. I ‘fired’ him. The Al- 
derman from his ward—who, by the way, 
had yoted for the Nassau franchise—and 
Police Captain Johnson called here, and 
tried to get him reinstated, but I refused. 
I said to that man: ‘ You’re a dangerous 
article; just the kind of a man we don't 
want. I had rather break in a new man, 
Ww can learn something, than put you 
back, with all your experience.’ 

“Whenever we catch one of these fel- 
lows we discharge him. We have been 
discharging ‘em so fast that rhey have 
been hollering bloody murder, but 
the service has been improved by it. Since 
we took hold, in April, we have had 2,400 
accidents, some of them costing us nothing, 
others a great deal. Of late, the percentage 
of accidents has decreased. This is an easy 
road to get — =. All we ask of 
our employes is that they do as they are 
told. And you will find, with most of these 
accidents, that motarmen have done just 
what they were not told.”

'SAID A FRIEND HAD HIS LIVER. 


Patrick Halpin Jamped into the 


Union Square Fountain Twice. 


The sight of a pdorly dressed gnan crawl- 
ing along the grass on his stomach in 
Union Sauate Park attracted a large crowd 
at 10 o’clock yesterday morning. 

He was talking to himself ing loud tone 
and was eating cotton from a Bundle that 
he held in both hands. Several times he 
varied his meal by eating cigar. stumps or 
pieces of paper that he found in the grass. 

The crowd attracted the attention of a 
park policeman, Who ordered the man to 
get up off the grass. The man refused to 
do so, and when the policeman took hold 
of him a struggle followed.

As 
the water is several feet deep, there was 
considerable difficulty experienced in res- 
cuing the man, who was unable to swim.

His friend’s liver was worn 
out, he said, and was’ taking a vacation. 

The policeman started to take the man 
to the Jefferson Market Police Court, but 
when they reached the sidewalk the pris- 
oner again broke away and again ran to 
the fountain and jumped in. He was 
again rescued and taken to the police court, 
where he described himself as Patrick Hal- 
pin, a sailor, thirty years old, with no 
home, and unmarried.

OBIIVARY RECORD. 


George W. Pell. 


George W. Pell died Sunday at the resi- 
dence of his son, Alfred Duane Pell, 929 
Fifth Avenue, in his seventy-seventh year, 
He had been in failing health for some time, 
but his illness did not take a serious turn 
until eight days before his death, 

Mr. Pell was a member of one of the old- 
est New-York families and an extensive 
owner of real estate in this city. He was 
born in September, 1819, in a house situated 
at what is now Seventy-ninth Street and 
Riverside Drive. The property was ac- 
quired when the drive was built. This was 
the family country home, and near by were 
the country houses of the De Puysters and 
the Schieffelins. The family to which Mr. 
Pell belonged was descended from John 


Pell, the first lord of Pelham Manor, and 
all the deeds of property in that section go 
back to him. John Pell was descended from 
Walter de Pelham of Norfolk, Engiand. 

George W. Peil’s father, Alfred 8S, Pell, 
was a wealthy resident of this city, and it 
was from him that Pell Street derives its 
name. His mother was a daughter of 
Judge Duane, the first Mayor of New-York, 
and it was for him that Duane Street was 
named. Mrs. Pell’s parents were connected 
with some of the best known of the old 
New-York families, including the Living- 
stons, the Norths, the Bleecker-Millers, and 
the Duanes of Schenectady. Judge Duane, 
with Chancellor Livingston, presided at the 
first inauguration of George Washington as 
President. The centennial of the inaugura- 
tion of Judge Duane as Mayor of New-York 
was celebrated by Mr. Pell by a reception, 
to which invitations were extended to the 
lineal descendants of the families of the 
first Republican Council. 

Mr. Pell was graduated from Columbia 
Coilege in the class of ‘40. William C. 
Schermerhorn and Ogden Hoffman were 
among the members of that class, and Mr. 
Schermerhorn is about the only one of Mr, 
Pell’s early associates now living. Mr, Pell 
Was appointed by Daniel Webster as United 
States Consul to the Rhenish Provinces, an 
office which he held for several years, dur- 
ing which time he traveled extensively on 
foot along the Rhine. He never held any 
other public office, and never engaged in 
business further than to manage his 
brother’s estate and his own property inter- 
ests. 

Mr. Pell was married in 1853 to Miss Mary 
Bruen, a daughter of George W. Bruen, a 
wealthy East India merchant of this city. 
Mr. Bruen was an admirer and close friend 
of Lord Byron, and from him received one 
of the two busts of the poet in existence 
which were executed from life to his order. 
This bust is now in the possession of Alfred 
Duane Pell, the only surviving member of 
toe Saauly, his mother having died Feb, 9, 

Shortly after his marriage, Mr. Pell went 
to live at the southwest corner of Fifth 
Avenue and Thirty-ninth Street, where he 
resided until a short time ago, when he 
went to live with his son, at 929 Fifth Ave- 
nue. This is the well-known Pickhardt 
mansion, at the corner of Seventy-fourth 
Street, which was purchased. by Alfred 
Duane Pell about a year ago. This house 
was begun fourteen years ago by Wilhelm 
Pickhardt, and it is not yet completed. 
Since Mr. Pell became its owner he has 
added ten rooms, making it a fifty-nine- 
room house. 

Since Alfred Duane Pell’s graduation from 
Columbia College, in 1887, the members of 
the family have spent most of their time 
abroad. The son in his travels has accumu- 
lated an extensive collection of curios. 

Father and son have long been members 
of St. Thomas's Church, but the building is 
now closed for repairs, and the funeral 
services of the father will be held this 
morning at 10 o’clock at the St. Thomas 
Chapel, in SixXtieth Street, east of Third 
Avenue. 


Prof. Hugh C. McLaughlin, 
Prof. Hugh C. McLaughlin, who died yes- 
terday at the home of his son, J. Fairfax 
McLaughlin, 949 Pelham Avenue, Fordham, 
at the age of eighty-five years, was d-dis- 


tinguished classical scholar and a well- 
known figure in Washington official and 
social life before the war. 

He was Superintendent of the Bureau of 
Statistics in the State Department under 
Secretaries Cass and Marcy, and at an 
earlier’ date was among the leaders of the 
bar of Alexandria, Va. After the war he 
was appointed professor of the higher 
branches of the classical languages at Rock 
Hill College, Ellicott City, Md., and held 
that position for twenty-one years, becom- 
ing emeritus professor three years ago. 


Marshall Shepard. 


Marshall Shepard, a prominent dry goods 
merchant of this city, died yesterday, at his 
Summer home, at Edgartown, Mase. Mr. 
Shepard had been a member of the 


firm of Parker, Wilder & Co., 62 Leonard 
Street, for twelve years. His connection 
with the firm began in 1860. He was born 
in Boston, fifty-two years ago. He resided 
at East Orange, N. J., and was a Warden in 
Grace Church there. He was also a mem- 
ber of the New-England Society. Mr. 
Shepard leaves a wife, a son, and a daugh- 
ter.

Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
of the Diocese of Western New-York, died 


of heart disease at the sanitarium, here at 
3:30 P. M. to-day. 

Bishop Coxe had been suffering from 
nervous prostration for several weeks, and 
went to the sanitarium for rest and recuper- 
ation. It was not generally known that he 
was absent from his home in Buffalo, al- 
though his more recent appointments had 
been privately arranged and subject to a 
recall. 

Bishop Coxe had been gaining in health 
and strength during his three weeks’ stay 
in the sanitarium, and to-day had made all 
his arrangements to go to Buffalo on im- 
portant business. He came to the dining 
room at noon in excellent spirits, and en- 


gaged in earnest conversation with friends 
at the table regarding the resurrection, 
Returning to his room he proceeded to 
complete his preparations for his journey, 
but about 3 o’clock he was seized with 
sudden pains. Remedies were promptly 
used, and he seemed to rally, when, almost 
without a moment’s warning, he passed 
away. He was conscious to the last. The

Bishop Coxe was consecrated in January, 
1865, and, through his wise counsel and un- 
tiring labor, had rendered valuable assist- 
ance to the rectors of several local churches 
in the enlargement of their membership 
and the erection of commodious edifices. 


Tim Right Rev. Arthur Cleveland Coxe, 
D. D., Anglican Bishop of Western New- 
York, was born at Mendham, N. J., May 
10, 1818. He completed his course at the 
General Theological Seminary in 1841, and 
became rector of St. Ann’s Church, New- 
York, where he remained ti!! Easter, 1842. 
Ordained priest in that ye , he was rec- 
tor of St. John’s Church, Hartford, Conn., 
till 1854, when he accepted the rectorship 
of Grace Church, Baltimore. In 1863 he 
became rector of Calvary Church, New- 
York. 

He was consecrated Bishop Coadjutor of 
Western New-York on Jan. 4, 1865, and on 
the death of Bishop Delancey, three 
months later, he succeeded to the Bishopric. 
Dr. Coxe visited England in 1861 and made 
an extensive tour of the Continent. Vis- 
iting the eminent Hirscher, he became 
convinced that a movement toward prim- 
itive Christianity was on foot, both in Ger- 
many and Italy. He translated a work of 
Hirscher’s, with an introduction detailing 
facts which he had learned in Italy. He 
published them in the following year, under 
the title of ‘‘Sympathies of the Continent.” 

The subsequent career of Dr. Dédllinger 
and the rise of the Old Catholics confirmed 
the views and predictions of this work. He 
was one of the founders of the Anglo-Con- 
tinental Society. He became D. D. at the 
University of Durham in 18838. és 

Among his many publications are ‘* Chris- 
tian MBallads,’’ ‘‘ Athanasian, and Other 
Poems,”’ ‘‘ Hallowe’en,”’ ‘‘ Saul, a Mystery,” 
‘Sermons on Doctrine and Duty,” ‘ Im- 
pressions of England,” ‘ Criterion,’ ‘* Mor- 
al Reforms,”’ ‘‘ Apollos,’ republished in Ox- 
ford; ‘‘ Ladye Chace,” and ‘*‘ The Peniten- 
tial.”’ 

In 1885 Bishop Coxe founded the Chris- 
tian Literary Company of New-York, and 
edited nine volumes of their series of 
“ Ante-Nicene Fathers” and also their 
edition of St. Augustine on the Psalms. 
In 1887 he was Baldwin lecturer at Michi 
gan University, and the first volume of 
these lectures appeared in that year with 
poe title of ‘Institutes of Christian His 
ory.” 

He became Bedell lecturer in Kenyon 
College, at Gambia, Ohio, in the same year, 
His lectures here were published under the 
title of ‘‘ Holy Writ and Modern Thought.” 
In 1889 appeared the Paschal, a collection 
of Easter poems. In 1892 he was Pad- 
dock lecturer in New-York. 

He was a large contributor to periodical 
literature, and published in~ Paris several 
works in the French language. In 1888 
he preached frequently in Paris, and offi- 
clated in the Gallican Chapel as Bishop in 
se of the ‘“Gallicans” of France, a 
position which he resigned in 1892, when, 
what he had constantly urged as a desirable 
result,‘the Archbishop of Utrecht consented 
to gsssume this work in France. 

Since 1892 he had led a somewhat retired 
life, looking after the duties of his See 
and continuing his literary labors. He was 
prominently brought to public notice a 
couple of years ago by openly denouncing 
the appointment of Mer. Satolli as Papal 
Delegate to the United States. 

In his letters to Mgr. Satolli, he dis- 
played his unswerving devotion to our in- 
stitutions, and eT to our common- 
school system, which he regarded as the 
palladium of our liberties, so long as the 
Bible in the English version is not driven 
from it. In defending the place of the Bi- 
ble in public schools, he declared that he 
was influenced by motives of educational 
utility, as well as of principle, and it was 
because the common schools and the right 
of self-government were involved in fhe 
controversy that the letters commanded 
such wide attention.

Southern Democrats Urge the Nomi- 
nation of a Third Ticket. 


To the Editor of The New-York Times: 


may discuss the placing of another ticket 
in the field as a question of policy; with us 
of the South it is more a matter of neces- 
sity. 

There are thousands of Southern men 
opposed to free silver, and they would 
gladly vote for a third ticket. They could 
easily be organized into a strong minority 
party, and would carry with them as 
many more who are wavering. But if these 
men are left unorganized in this campaign 
they cannot stand firm until election day. 
The cause of sound money would not then 
be presented in the South, and few of its 
citizens would hear a sourd-money speech 
or read a sound-money paper. In Novem- 
ber, almost every one would vote for 
Bryan, and once that is done the cause is 
lost in the South. No matter whether he 
is elected or not, few of them could then be 
brought back to sound principles. It is 
probable that for years to come the South- 
ern States would be as strongly free silver, 
with all that that means, as it has in the 
past been anti-protection. 

But this is not the greatest danger! If, 
as we hope and believe, the country will by 
November see the wrong and the folly of 
free silver and bury that cause and the party 
beyond fear of revival, they will bring with 
it those abiding principles of Democracy 
which are now only represented—though 
represented never so falsely—by the silver 
candidates. The McKinley platform, sav- 
agely anti-Democratic as it is, imperialistic 
in every feature save one, would likely be 
in the ascendency for years. 

Democrats will agree that nearly all the 
evils our country suffers from to-day are 
the result, directly or indirectly, of un- 
Democraic laws. What then must its fut- 
ure be when the only Mo gg to ag- 
gressive centralization will be in a de- 
spised and i oer gp minority? The fut- 
ure welfare of the country, from a Dem- 
ocratic standpoint, demands another ticket, 
or at least another organization. It mat- 
ters not thet it would be defeated, even 
that it chose not a single Congressman. 
In this campaign it would relieve patriots 
of the chagrin of standing either with 
imperialism or repudiation, and afterward, 
when men once more came to their senses, 
it could carry the fight for true Democracy 
to victory. 

Few sound-money men of the South are 
politicians. We must look, and thousands 
of us do look, with eagerness to our 
friends of the North to lead us in a fight 
for what we believe involves both honor 


and patriotism.

Kill the Serpent of Silver. 


To the Editor of The New-York Times: 

If the sound-money Democrats fail to 
nominate a Presidential ticket, I think 
they will make a monumental blunder. 
The proper way to look at the matter is 
this: What will be the result of the con- 
test if confined to McKinley and Bryan, 
and what if there is a third ticket indorsed 
by the sound-money Democrats? In the 
first case, I concede that McKinley will 
probably win. But is this everything? If 
the silverites poll a large vote, will not 
the fight be considered unfinished? Will 
they not be encouraged to continue the 
agitation with a view to the next election, 
and will we not for another four years 
be’ condemned to the same uncertainty, 
panicky conditions, and dullness of trade 
that have characterized the last three? 
What we should do is to kill the Populistic, 
Socialistic serpent of silver, so that it will 


never raise its head again, and not merely 
to scotch it, which, I fear, will be the effect 
of having the two tickets only in the field, 

How will the Democratic vote in what is 
considered the sound-money States be cast? 
My impression is, about one-quarter to 
McKinley, less than one-quarter will not 
be polled, and over one-half will go to 
Bryan, because he will be considered the 
regular nominee. The fact of no other 
nomination being made will be taken as a 
quasi indorsement. A large number of the 
voters are ignorant and do not know much 
more than that they have always voted 
the Democratic ticket, and always intend 
so to vote. In this way the silver vote 
will be represented as much larger and 
more important than it really is. On the 
other hand, if the Bryan ticket is repudi- 
ated as being not Democratic, but Popu- 
listic, and a sound-money man is placed at 
the head of a genuine Democratic ticket, 
(and it is only in this way tuat repudiation 
can be brought home to the masses,) I 
believe the silver vote will cut a very sorry 
figure. The vote then might go, one-tenth 
to McKinley, four-fifths to the Democratic 
nominee, and one-tenth to Bryan, but 
these last would be more than offset by 
votes obtained in the silver States. 

Another consideration is the election of 
Congressmen. If business men are com- 
pelled, in self-defense, to vote for a Re- 
publican President, are they not likely to 
feel so disgusted with Democratic man- 
agement as to vote also for Republican 
Congressmen? And if they are driven into 
the Republican camp, are they not likely 
to stay there until, perhaps, a new party 
is formed? 

I know it is thought no prominent man 
will head a ticket doomed almost certainly 
to defeat, on the ground that defeat would 
spoil his chances for the future; but the 
circumstances are peculiar, and I. think 
that the sacrifice now made, combined with 
a splendidly waged fight, even though an 
unsuccessful one, would make him the 
logical candidate in another election, where 
the a tree of success might be most 
bright. e would deserve well, not only of 
his party, but of the whole country. 

If this is not done, my impression is that 
the days of the party are numbered, and 
that histo will speak of Cleveland as the 
ast of the mocratic Presidents, as Rienzi 
was known as the last of the Tribunes.

Larchmont 


The Larchmont yachtsmen had a good, 
tiff blow for their races yesterday, and the 
contests were worth going miles to see. 
The programme called for races between all 
schooners in racing trim, all schooners in 


cruising trim, thirty-four-footers, thirty- 
footers, twenty-one-footers, and half-raters. 
All the yachts in these classes have met in 
various kinds of weather this season, but 
yesterday’s was the fairest test they have 
had in a brisk breeze that held true 
throughout the race. 

In the schooners in racing trim class the 
starters were C. A. Postley’s Colonia, J. 
Rogers Maxwell’s Emerald, and W. Gould 
Brokaw’s Amorita. The Colonia sailed a 
wonderfu: race, easily distancing her rivals. 
She sailed over the triangular course twice 
—thirty miles in all, ten miles of which was 
practically to windward, and her time was 
3:02:59. The Colonia is fast getting into 
shape, and from now on the Emerald will 
have to do her very best to win a race from 
her, especially when it blows a little 
strongly. 

The Ramona, the Atlantic, and the Else- 
marie raced in the cruising trim class, and 
the old Ramona won another cup for Com- 
modore Gillig. The going was just to her 
liking, and she plowed through the water 


in great style. 
In the thirty-four-rating class F. M. Free- 


man’s Dragoon and Wilmer and Addison 
Hanan’s Acushla had another hot tussle, 
and this time the Acushla won. Both boats 
were beautifully handled, and it was any- 
body’s race right up to the finish. 

Barnum Seeley’s Departure won the 
race for thirty-footers, and it is doubtrul it 
any one was more surprised than he was 
unless it was ‘Al’? Camacho, who sailed 
the Raccoon, the second boat in. He was 
so tthunderstruck at being beaten by the 
freak of the class that he almost forgot to 
steer his boat to her moorings. 

In the half-rater class the Paprika was 
a little slow in getting off, but when she 
got fairly started she soon took a com- 
manding lead and won easily. The Houri 
won in the twenty-one-foot class, beating 
the Celia and the Vaquero. 

J. F. Lovejoy, Otto Sarony, and H. Cc. 
Wintringham managed the races from the 
tug Luckenbach, as usual. When they 
went out to the starting line the wind was 
blowing from the west vy south. It had 
a great deal of force in_it, too, and had 
whipped up quite a sea. The Regatta Com- 
mittee selected the same courses as on Sat- 
urday and signaled them to the racers. 
The schooners were to sail to a stake six 
miles eas: three-quarters north, thence to 
@ buoy in Hempstead Harbor, course south- 
west five-cighths west, distance six miles, 
then three miles north-northwest to the 
stakeboat off Larchmont. This was sailed 
twice over, thirty nautical miles in all. 
The thirty-four-footers and thirty-footers 
gailed first to a stakeboat four miles east, 
then to the buoy in Hempstead Harbor 
four miles southwest, then three miles 
north-northwest, to the finishing line. They 
sailed around twice. The fifteen-footers 
sailed twice around a triangular course 
five and one-half miles in length. The first 
leg was two miles east to a stakeboat, 
then two miles southwest to another stake- 
boat, then one and one-half miles north- 
northwest to the finish. 4 

The preparatory signal was given at 11:30, 
and five minutes later the schooners were 
started. The Colonia made a _ beautiful 
start, only 32 seconds after the signal, and 
was traveling through the water at a great 
rate, with all her canvas drawing well. 
Then came the Emerald,”*at 11:36:23; Amor- 
ita, 11:36:33; Elsemarie, 11:37:25; Ramona, 
11:38:00, and Atlantic, 11:38:00. They were 
on the starboard tack on a broad reach to 
the first mark. The Colonia, Emerald, and 
Amorita carried club topsails, those on the 
Emerald having’ been set over the work- 
ing sails. Big maintopmast staysails were 
set, and the three racers made rare pict- 
urés as they fairly flew through the water. 
The Colonia met with a mishap soon after 
the start. The halyard of the maintopmast 
staysail parted, and the big sail had to be 
taken in, another halyard rove in, and the 
sail hoisted again. 

The next classes, for thirty-four and 
twenty-one-footers, were started at 11:43, 
The Celia was first over, at 11:44:12, Dra- 
goon at 11:44:52, Houri at 11:44:53, Vaquero 
at 11:45:15, and Acushla at 11:45:49. 

For the others it was a one-gun start. 
The thirty-footers crossed at 11:51:00, in 
this order: Raccoon, Musme, Departure, 
Mai, Carolina, and Argonaut. The Paprika 
led the fifteen-footers at 11:56:00, followed 
by Hope and Yola. All were on the star- 
board tack. 

The wind freshened considerably as the 
race progressed, and some of the yachts 
were sailing rails down. After turning the 
first mark, it was a beat to Hempstead 
Buoy. The Colonia and Emerald, after turn- 
ing the stake, trimmed sheets flat and stood 
on the starboard tack, well into the shore. 
Then they made a long tack to port and a 
short hitch to starboard, to fetch the buoy. 
The Amorita tacked around the mark and 
made a board out in the Sound first, and 
then another long leg to fetch the buoy. 
The Colonia kept on increasing her lead, 
and the race was never in doubt from the 
start. After turning the Hempstead Buoy 
it was a reach on the port tack across the 
finish The times taken at the end of the 
first round were: Colonia, 1:08:55, and 
Emerald, 1:12:46. Then came Amorita, Ra- 
mona, Elsemarie, and Atlantic, as named. 

The Dragoon led the Acushla on the first 
round, but the two boats were very close 
together, and, as usual, It was nip and 
tuck between them. 

In the thirty-footer class, the Departure, 
on the windward leg, had worked into a 
rominent position. They were 
unched; and it was anybody’s race. 

On the second round the Colonia con- 
tinued to draw ahead, and finally crossed 
the finishing line at 2:38:31. The Emerald 
finished at 2:46:04, Amorita at 2:57:53, 
Ramona at 3:10:58, Elsemarie at 3:15:34, 
and Atlantic at 3:29:12. 

The.Acushla, on the second round, worked 
up quite close to the Dragoon, and finally 
took the lead. A’‘‘'er turning the Hempstead 
mark, Acushla set her spinnaker to port. 
The two boats were quite close all the 
Way across the Sound,’ and Acushla won 
the race easily, having started nearly a 
minute after her rival. The finishing times 
Were Acushla, 3:06:05; Dragoon, 3:06:33. 

In the thirties, the Departure took ‘the 
lead going to windward, and held it to the 
finish. The times were: Departure, 
8:12:42; Raccoon, 3:12:52; Musme, 3:13:27; 
Carolina, 3:14:33; Argonaut, 3:21:13. The 
Mai broke her port spreader and had to be 
towed in. 

The Paprika finished at 1:57:41, 
Giance at 2:15:57. 

The Houri won the 21-foot race, finishin 
at 1:40:08, Celia finished at 1:41:00, an 
Vaquero at 1:42:58. Following is the table:

JUSTICE W. J. GAYNOR’S POSITION. 


He Writes to A. F, Jenks About Sil- 
ver and Income Tax. 


Justice William J. Gaynor of the Supreme 
Court, Brooklyn, was asked a week ago 
what he thought of the political situation. 
He then refused to discuss the subject, 
and stated that it was not proper for him 
to discuss ‘such questions, owing to the 
position he holds. He sailed for Europe 


last week, but before sailing sent a letter 
to his friend, Almet F. Jenks. Mr. Jenks 
yesterday made the letter public. Justice 
Gaynor writes: 


I have not said anything publicly, and do not 
know that I shall. I am not in a position to 
speak, and only hope that those who are will 
prove equal.to the occasion we have reached. It 
is a time for moral courage. I could not express 
to you all I feel; but depend upon it, in this 
hour of weakness, hesitatlon, and desertion, the 
great mind and heart of t unselfish, intelligent 
people is not faltering. Through mazes of soph- 
istry and masses ‘of immaterial fact and fic- 
tion, their aggregate intelligence, made up by. the 
graduate of college and common school, sees. with 
sound vision; and though some things may not 
be shaped in platform declaration as they would 
have them, nevertheless they see and understand 
the main purpose, and are steadfast to it, 

Their ranks are not disordered by this shame- 
less ery of Anarchist and Socialist which is be- 
ing thrown into their faces, and which is about 
all that can now be heard from certain quarters 
which might prudently refrain from such vicious 
epithets. 

Such free use of them is likely to provoke the 
inquiry whether, for instance, the comparatively 
few who have in a generation or less amassed, 
and who are now amassing, vast inflated for- 
tunes out of the public by the issuing of untold 
millions of fraudulent bonds and stocgs upon 
public privileges and franchises, to pay interest 
and dividends upon which a proportionate tribute 
is levied upon nearly every community in the 
country—whether they are not the Anarchists, 
the endangerers of our institutions and social 
order, instead of those who think it wholesome 
and wise that such a state of things, and the 
unrest and demoralization caused by it, should 
not continue. 

The parts of the platform against which this 
vulgar ery of anarchy and socialism is leveled, 
though not specified, are obviously those relating 
(1) to the money question, (2) to an income tax, 
and (3) to interference by the general Govern- 
ment in local affairs; for the rest of the plat- 
form corsists of the usual commanplaces, 

Let us see. In respect of the first, the Repub- 
lican platform expressly favors bimetallism, but 
holds that it is impracticable in this country 
unless the other principal nations adopt it, and 
it pledges the Government to the utmost en- 
deavors to bring about such adoption. The 
Democratie platform also speaks for bimetallism, 
but holds that this Nation is strong and great 
enough to take the lead of the werld in adopting 
it independently. 

Thus both parties agree upon and call for 
bimetallism as the best. basis for a money sys- 
tem, both holding that it is better than gold 
monometallism, the difference bcing as to wheth- 
er we should adopt it independently, or only in 
conjunction with other nations. It may be that 
both platforms are erroneous, and that the single 
gold standard is the best basis for a: currency 
system, but neither party has given us a chance 
to vote upon that question. Both stand un- 
equivocally against the single gold standard. 
Nevertheless, is a bimetallist to be hooted at as 
an anarch or a lunatic? 

And now as to the income tax. The people 
of this country and of this State are for a tax 
upon incomes-in excess of $4,000 or $5,000 by an 
overwhelming majority. have no doubt it 
would be carried even in this State by three to 
one. It is the feeling even of the fair and con- 
servative rich that those who ha¥e the property 
of a nation should pay its just proportionate 
share toward the support of a Government which 
protects it. That is the sentiment of every 
nation in Europe, as well as of this Nation. 
This cry from certain quarters of Anarchist 
and Socialist against those who favor an income 
tax will not change their minds. 

There is left only the objection to local inter- 
ference by the General Government. After the 
vehemence of those called ‘‘ old line-Democrats "’ 
against Federal interference of any kind, even to 
the supervising of Federal elections, which we 
have heard from boyhood up, this sudden cry 
of anarchy, especially by these ‘* old-liners "’ 
against their old doctrine, is strange enough. 
I believe this to be a Nation and not a mere 
federation, and welcome its. interposition in 
localities. in all things which concern it; but 
the ques has been debated from the beginning 
in fairly good temper with the “ old-liners,’’ 
who have thought otherwise. 

But I cannot write further, except to add 
that it seems to me that some of these so-called 
leaders who are bolting would do well not to be 
so conspicuous about it. What the people have 
done for them, and how little some of thas have 
done in return for the people, and what use they 
have made of political prominence and trust for 
their own personal aggrandizement, may come 
under a brighter light than they can bear. The 
combination of individuals, for instance, both 
in and out of the Senate, who held up the Wil- 
son Tariff pill in the Senate in the interest of the 
sugar, iron, and coal trusts and combines, ‘have 
not yet lost their identity in the public eye, 
whether they appear openly, or masked behind 
dummies. They will have a hard time to convince 
any one of their sincerity in now coming forward 
as the saviors of their rty and of their country. 

It is not to be wondered at that a transition 
period inthe ties and the politics of the Nation 
is at hand. The every-day people of the country 
furnished the men who ruled, and who led our 
armies to victory, when we needed men, and 
they can even more easily furnish wise and in- 
trepid leaders now than then; and so the deser- 
tion of this or that so-called leader whom they 
have honored and exalted will not baffle them. 
At no time in the history of this country have 
political leaders done more than occasionally come 
up abreast of the people; and this was never more 
the Case than it igs now, with the healthy intelli- 
gence and moral sense which has gradually come 
out of our common schools. 

In giving the letter for publication Mr. 
Jenks said it was written in response to a 
political talk he had with the Justice a day 
or two before he sailed.

The fact that two wards in Bellevue Hos- 
pital had been set apart for the trial of a 
so-called ‘‘cure for drunkenness” discov- 
ered. by Dr. Isaac Oppenheimer, was pub- 
lished in the newspapers several weeks ago. 

The inventor of this new drink cure has 


been using his specific for about three years, 
and not much notice was taken of it by the 
other physicians of the city, but as soon 
as permission was given to him to intro- 
duce it in the city hospital the trouble be- 
gan, with the Medical Board of the hospi- 
tal on one side and the Commissioners of 
(Charities on the other. 

Arrayed with the Medical Board in the 
;ontroversy are nearly all the members of 
the profession in the city. They regard it 
@s an outrage that, under the circum- 
stances, the Commissioners should have 
been prevailed on to grant to one person 
the right to exploit a secret method for the 
cure of drunkenness in one of the public 
institutions. 

“ About three years ago,” said a promi- 
ment physician yesterday, “‘ Dr. Oppenheim- 
er sent circulars to the physicians in the 
xity saying that he had discovered a new 
treatment for alcoholism; that he had ex- 
rellent conveniences for administering the 
treatment, and asked the other physicians 
to send their cases to him if they did not 
care to treat them themselves. These cases 
ef alcoholism are generally regarded as 
muisances, and physicians are usually glad 
to get rid of them.

gnanufacture of the concoction. F

sioners, one of them became very indig- 
mant, and asked us if we thought the Com- 
missioners did not have the power to ive 
tthe treatment a trial at Bellevue. e 
do not question their power, but we do ob- 
‘ject to the methods employed in this case, 
;which is simply an attempt to prostitute 
a public institution to further the ends of 
a few individuals.” 

Dr. Joseph Collins of 47 West Thirty- 
eighth Street, speaking of the matter to a 
réporter for THE NEw-YORK TIMES, yes- 
terday said: ‘“‘This attempt to exploit 
quackery in a public institution is a matter 
which physicians cannot allow without 
giving utterance to their emphatic disap- 
proval. One cf the first principles which an 
individual who aspires to become an honest 
physician has ingrained upon his conscience 
is that it is beneath his dignity as a man 
and inconsistent with his honesty as a 
physician to withhold for personal and 
selfish gain any discovery which might be 
the means net only of mitigating the suf- 
Yerings of the afflicted but of advancing 
the pesition of the profession of which he is 
a member, 

*Naturaily the physician who could re- 
fort *: such quackish methods would be 
extremeiy desirous of making his discovery 
as well known to the undiscerning public 
as possible, ana in this instance no Cotter 
scheme of bringing it before the —- 

have been concocted. By getting it 
in use in a public hospital he would also 
eet benefit of the large amount of 
newspaper advertising that would naturally 
result f:0m such an innovation. 

“I do not object to the application of a 
“drink cure’ for the unfortunates who go 
to a public hospital for treatment, but I 
insist that it is wrong to allow a person to 
experiment on them with some secret method 
of treatment. Some one may ask me: ‘ Do 
you never experiment with your patients?’ 
Of course I experiment; so does every other 
physician. I may use atropia or antipyrene 
or any other drug, butsI know what I am 
using and che patient is at liberty to know 
as well as my associates in the profession. 

“I am willing to grant that some of the 
®0-called cures for inebriety may be pallia- 
tive, even remedial, in their effects, but 
they should not be administered in secret. 

ere two wards are set aside in a hospital 
for the experiments of an individual who is 
mot a visiting physician of the hospital. In 
this case the Commissioners, who, it is 
said, have allowed this experiment at the 
request of the Mayor, are evidently laboring 
funder a misconception of what their duties 
to the people of the city are. 

They are appointed that the charitable 
sims of the city may be carried out to the 
best advantage, and that those deserving of 
charity—the infirm, the incapacitated, and 
the sick—shall derive the greatest benefit 
from it. It is not a part of their duty to 
make experiments or trials to discover the 
efficacy of therapeutic measures, of drugs, 
or of instruments. If it seems necessary 
to determine the value, or lack of value, of 
any medical measure for the benefit of the 
Sick, the proper persons to make such esti- 
‘mation are the visiting physicians, and not 
s0me outside person who may pray for the 
privilege. 

‘Every person of average intelligence 
knows that by the use of sedatives and 
tonics a man who may have been an in- 
ebriate can be built up and the tension on 
his nerves lessened. One might as well 
Bu that he had been cured of drunkenness.

They were new appointments, and they 
evidently desired to do something which 
would make them famous, but this time 
they have simply been hoodwinked into 
advertising a scheme for a stock company 
which has been organized with a capital 
stock of $500,000, and is now ready to do 
business, backed by the indorsements of the 
Commissioners of Charities.” 

The Commissioners say they feel justified 
in applying a cure for drunkenness because 
that vice is the cause of the greatest pro- 
portion of pauperism and hospital teatment 
with which they have to deal. 

The members of the Medical. Board of 
Bellevue are so incensed over the adoption 
of the treatment that they have said-that 
the only reason they have not res ed is 
that such an action might jeopardize the 
lives of some of the patients under their 
eare. It is understood that the medical 
gocieties will soon take action in the matter.

FUNERAL OF FATHER ZIEGLER. 


Services in His Former Church, This 
City—Sketch of His Career. 


Archbishop Corrigan and about thirty 
priests of the Redemptorist Order were 
present at the funeral of Father Andrew 
Ziegler at the Most Holy Redeemer 
Church, in Third Street, yesterday morn- 
ing. 

Requiem high mass was said by the Rev. 
Ferdinand A. Litz, Provincial of the Re- 
demptorist Order, with the Rev. John Leib- 
fritz as deacon, the Rev. Fidelis Speidel, 
sub-deacon, and the Rev. Frederick Lour- 
kaup, master of ceremonies. The sermon 
was by the Rev. William Kessel, Father 
Ziegler’s rector in Baltimore, and the final 
absolution was pronounced by the Arch- 
bishop, The body was entombed in the 
crypt under the church. 

Father Ziegler was born in Oberweitern, 
Bavaria, Feb. 4, 1836. He received his early 
education in his native town. When eight- 
een he came to the United States and stud- 
ied for the priesthood at the colleges in 
Cumberland and Annapolis, Md., and was 
ordained at Annapolis in the Redemptorist 
Order, April 1, 1866. He was first curate, 
then rector of St. Alphonsus’s, and then 
rector of St. James’s Church, Baltimore, 
and in 1886 was appointed rector of the 
Most Holy Redeemer Church, this city, 
where he remained till 1893, when failing 
health obliged him to give up the position, 
and ke returned to St. James’s Church, 
Baltimore, as assistant. 

In this city Father Ziegler started two 
churches—the Bohemian Church of Our 
Lady of Perpetual Help, East Sixty-first 
Street, and St. Mary’s Church, in One Hun- 
dred and Fiftieth Street. Father Ziegler 
served as one of Archbishop Corrigan’s 
Board of Diocesan Consuliers. Archbishop 
Ryan of Philadelphia appointed him, to- 
gether with Father Wirth, a committee to 
present to the Pope the papers relating to 
the proposed canonization of Bishop Neu- 
mann, the first Roman Catholic Bishop of 
Philadelphia. 

While rector of the church in Third 
Street, Father Ziegler began a thorough 
renovation of it, which has been completed 
by his successor, Father Tewes. Father 
Ziegler wus noted for executive ability as 
a priest. His death, which took place Sat- 
urday, while he was on a visit to his old 
charge here, was the result of a third 
stroke of apoplexy. He leaves a sister, Mrs. 
Katherine Schickling of this city. 





RAINES LAW CERTIFICATE REVOKED 


Saloon Was Within 200 Feet of a 
Dwelling House, 


Application was made to Justice Osborne 
in the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, yesterday, 
in a taxpayer’s suit to revoke the certifi- 
cate or license granted to Adolph Samuely 
by Deputy Excise Commissioner ‘ Michell 
for a saloon at 108 Union Avenue. 

The application was made on the ground 
that the saloon was within 200 feet of a 
building used exclusively for a dwelling. 

Samuely claimed that the application 


should not be granted on the ground that 
the law did not affect his place, as it was 
used for a saloon before the law was 
passed, and that it did not affect saloons 
then in existence. 

The applicant admitted that the place 
formerly was occupied as a saloon by Philip 
Balser, but said that the store was vacant 
for several months before Samuely ob- 
tained his certificate. 

Justice Osborne granted the application, 
and the certificate will be revoked. He 
quoted the law, and said it protected sa- 
loons that were actually in operation at 
the time the law was passed, but that the 
present saloon was not then in operation. 
Samuely obtained his license in June. The 
saloon conducted by Balser ceased to ex- 
ist in April. 





DISPUTE OVER A CERTIFICATE. 


Receiver for a Saloon Business Claims 
He Can Sell Liquors Under It. 


PorT JEFFERSON, L. I., July 20.—Maurice 
Squire, a saloon keeper, recently was forced 
to close his place on account of business 
troubles. An execution was issued against 
him, but the judgment could not be col- 
lected. Squire took out a Raines law cer- 
tificate, and*when Ernest, W. Tooker, who 


was appointed receiver for him, went to 
the saloon to carry on the business, Squire 
would not give him the certificate. 

Mr. Squire claimed that under the law 
the certificate could not be taken from him, 
as it was made out in his name, and that 
no one else could do business under it. 
Mr. Tooker had him examined in supple- 
mentary proceedings, and to-day he was 
fined $15 by County Judge Reeve for hav- 
ing failed to deliver the certificate. He 
says that he will deliver the certificate 
now, but will appeal from Judge Reeve’s 
decision.

BRADLEY’S LONG SERVICE. 


Thirty Years Revenue Cutter 


Chandler—Some of His Passengers. «

Capt. John Bradley, pilot of the revenue 
cutter William E. Chandler, completed his 
thirtieth year in the Government service 
and at the wheel of the Chendler Sunday. 

When he was appointed, in 1866, the boat, 
which was built for the Navy Depart- 
ment, and had just been launched, was 
named the Jasmine, and she retained that 
name until rebuilt in 1873, when she was 
renamed. 

Capt. Bradley was born at 88 Nassau 
Street, fifty-six years ago. His father died 
when he was a boy, and he went to sea 
when still a lad. He took out his piiot’s 
license at the age of twenty, and since 
then he has never lost a day from his post. 
He has never tasted a drop of liquor. 

Perhaps from the self-imposed discipline 
of silence at the wheel, the Captain is 
very sparing of words, but when off duty 
he may sometimes be prevailed upon to 
tell of his varied experiences. 

During his years in the Customs Service 
he has made room in the pilothouse of the 
revenue cutter for many distinguished per- 
sonages. Among them have been all the 
Presidents from the time of Andrew John- 
son, with the exception of Rutherford B. 
Hayes; the Emperor Dom Pedro of Bra- 
zil, Queen Emma of the Sandwich Islands, 
many members of the Cabinet, and others 
who have gone to meet passengers on in- 
coming steamships, or have been on tours 
of inspection or sightseeing under the di- 
rection or through the courtesy of the Gov- 
ernment. 

A brother and a nephew of Capt. Brad- 
ley are the pilots of the revenue cutters 
Hudson and Manhattan.

SALUTE FOR THE FRENCH ADMIRAL. 


Pays His Respects to Gen. Ruger—An 
Odd-Looking Launch, 


Rear Admiral Pougin de la Maisonvieuve, 
whose flag fiies on the French  corvet 
Dubourdieu, at anchor off Forty-sixth 
Street, in the North River, paid his ad- 
dresses to Major Gen. Ruger, at Gov- 
ernors Island, yesterday. 

The Admiral was accompanied by a mem- 
ber of his staff and the French Consul Gen- 
eral, Edmond Bruwaert. 

The Admiral went first to the office of the 
Consulate General, in South William Street, 
and thence proceeded to the Governors 
Island boat landing, where he was met by 
a barge from the corvette, which was :owed 
by an odd-looking steam launch, also be- 
longing to the warship, over to the island. 
All the members of the party, including 
Mr. Bruwaert, wore full-dress uniforms. 

Their arrival was marked by a salute of 
thirteen guns from Castle William. 

Gen, Ruger, in command of the Depart- 
ment of the East, with his staff, in uni- 
form, received the visitors, 

The party returned as it went, the Ad- 
miral debarking at the Battery, and the 
boats returning in charge of a sub-Lieuten- 
ant, 

The barge in which the French officers 
made their visit was a handsome, sixteen- 
oared boat, carpeted in the stern sheets, 
while the seats were covered by blue cloth 
rugs. A dozen hardy sailors in white duck 
suits made up the boat’s crew, but they did 
not ship their oars. 

The towing launch was a metallic shell 
of curious proportions, much resembling a 
big bathtub, in the centre of which was 
an engine that looked like the donkey en- 
gines used by builders, and of very crude 
appearance. 


Admiral to Visit Acting Mayor. 


Consul General Bruwaert of France called 
at the Mayor’s office yesterday and made 
arrangements for a visit which Admiral 
Pougin de la Maisson Neuve and some of 
the officers of the French frigate Dubour- 
dieu, now in this port, will pay to Acting 
Mayor Jeroloman to-day.

MADE PRISONER. 


Merchants Locked Him in When He 
Arrested Their Salesn an, 


Policeman George F. Mahoney of the 
Mulberry Street Station told Magistrate 
Brann, in the Centre Street Court, that he 
had been made a prisoner by Isaac Saud- 
lert and Jacob Silverman Sunday morning 
after he had arrested Harry Garfinkle. The 
three men were fined $3.50 each for disor- 
derly conduct, and they left the court de- 
claring that there is no justice for honest 
men. 

Mahoney said he arrested Garfinkle, who 
is a salesman, because he was soliciting 
trade in front of a clothing store kept by 
the other two men at 182 Bowery. “ Gar- 
finkle,’’ he continued, ‘‘ then asked me if I 
would let him go into the store and get his 
coat. I told him he might, and stepped in- 
side with him. Immediately I did so the 
other two prisoners came forward. One of 
them locked the door, put the key in his 
pocket, and told Gartinkle to get out the 
back way. When I started to get Gar- 
finkle, Silverman seized my arm and bit me 
on the wrist. I shook him off and told 
them if they did not open the door at once 
I would fire my revolver to attract the at- 
tention of other policemen. 

‘Reluctantly they opened the door, and I 
at once blew my whistle for assistance, first 
telling the two proprietors that they were 
under arrest. Policeman Popp of the Eld- 
ridge Street Station, who was doing duty 
on the other side of the Bowery, came over, 
and we attempted to arrest them. Silver- 
man and Saudlert pulled back, and if the 
other two men in the store had come to 
their assistance, as they were asked to do, 
they would have made a fight. It was only 
with difficulty that we managed to get the 
prisoners to the station.’’ 

Popp corroborated Mahoney’s statement 
of the resistance attempted, and also said 
the defendants all used abusive language. 

Silverman and Saudlert both denied this 
story. With a great deal of shrugging of 
shoulders, rolling of eyes, and other pecul- 
jar gesticulations, they said that they had 
been as peacefu]) and quiet as lambs, and 
offered the policemen not the slightest re- 
sistance. In this they were corroborated 
by Garfinkle. 





Tarrytown Nuisance Abated. 


TARRYTOWN, N. Y., July 20.—The State 
Board of Health has declared the fat-rendering 
establishment of Williams & Ardsley to be a 
public nuisance, and the proprietors have accord- 
ingly decided to close it up. The State Board 
ordered the local board to declare the shop a 
nuisance, but the members of the latter board 
were divided onthe subject. They, however, served 
notice on the firm that it must conform to the 
regulations of the sanitary provisions of the 
State Board of Health or close the piace by July 
21. The firm did not feel that it could afford 
the expense of purchasing and putting in the 
machinery necessary to comply with this order.

“There was me an’ some of the other 
tough fellows of Fort Hamilton,’’ he said 
the other day—Pat is a quiet, industrious 
workingman—“‘ and we took a boat and 
went out for a sail. We were out in about 
the deepest part of the bay, when the 
boom swung around, caught me unawares, 
and knocked me senseless and with a 
broken leg out of the boat. It was nearly 
all up with me. I sank down, down to the 
bottom, where I lay. I should have been 
drowned sure, but just then one of the 
fellows in the boat called out: ‘Come up, 
Pat—strike out and swim.’ That seemed 
to bring me to my senses. Up I came, 
struck out for the boat, and they pulled me 
in, all right, but for my broken leg.”

“On the upper side of Mail Street, where 
it bounds the lower end of City Hall Park,”’ 
says an old New-Yorker, “the sidewalk 
slopes from the park to the street, and 
the park grounds inside the fence slope 
down to the walk. As a result, the side- 
walk acts as a drain for the park, and 
after every rain or whenever there is a 
surplus of water on the park grounds, pe- 
destrians on the outside are annoyed by 
being obliged to walk on a sidewalk vary- 
ing in all degrees from dampness to a 
small cataract.

SCHOOLS OPENED. 


VACATION 


About 5,000 Children in Attendance— 
Fands Needed, 


The six vacation schools in this city, 
under the direction of the Association for 
Improving the Condition of the Poor, were 
opened at 9 o’clock yesterday morning, with 
nearly 5,000 children in attendance. 

The schools are Primary School No. 41, 
in West Fifty-eighth Street; Grammar 
School, No. 96, at Eighty-first Street and 
Avenue A; Grammar School, No. 33, at 418 
West Twenty-eighth Street; Grammar 
School, No. 79, at Forty-second Street and 
First Avenue; Grammar School No. 7, at 
Chrystie and Hester Streets, and Grammar 
School No. 49, at 237 East Thirty-seventh 
Street. 

Superintendent Locke of the association, 
who has charge of the schools, was seen 
at Grammar School No. 96, which has the 
largest registration list this year. When 
asked how the work was getting along, he 
replied: 

“You can see for yourself. It will take 
all day to-day to get the little ones classi- 
fied, and then the work of instruction will 
be begun.” 

At this school, which is an excellent ex- 
ample of the six now open, the children in 
attendance range in age from five to fifteen 
years. The little ones are placed in the 
kindergarten class, where Miss Anna Raf- 
alsky looks after them. The older girls are 
taught sewing by three teachers, and Miss 
Mattie Carolan has charge of the singing 
classes. The older boys are taught to model 
in clay under the instruction of Miss Kate 
H. Condon, while Robert G. Weyh looks 
after the instructions in carving on wood 
and the use of carpenter’s tools. 

Children who have attended the various 
schools for the past two seasons compose 
the majority of those registered this year. 
No strict discipline and plenty of fresh air 
is Superintendent Locke’s motto for the 
little ones. He expects to have heaps of 
white sand placed in the playground of 
each of the schools, so that the children 
can play in it and imagine themselves at 
the seashore. The Floral Mission will dis- 
tribute flowers among the children during 
the six weeks the schools are open. 

Superintendent Locke says there are still 
vacancies in all the schools excepting No. 
96, and children will be admitted as long 
as there are vacancies. 

Five thousand dollars has ,been sub- 
scribed for this work, but more is needed.

James Griffin Committed to Awnit 


the Result of the Inquest. 


Twelve-year-old James Griffin, who killed 
his brother Joseph at Eighty-sixth Street 
and Second Avenue Sunday in a quarrel 
over the possession of a baseball mask, 
was taken to the Harlem Police Court yes- 
terday morning. Magistrate Wentworth 
committed him to the custody of the Gerry 
society to await the result of the inquest 
to-morrow. : 

Mrs. Griffin and the eldest daughter, 
Grace, who is a cripple, were in the court- 
room. Both broke down when James was 
brought in. The three embraced and were 
allowed to talk for a time. Mrs. Griffin 
protests her belief in James’s innocence. 

““My boy Joe,” she said, “‘ never had a 
knife before last week, because I would 
never let him have one. My boys call me 
‘Cop,’ because I always used to get after 
them when they misbehaved. 

“Last Wednesday Joe. came in with the 
knife that the police say Jamie killed him 
with and showed it to me. He said: ‘ Cop, 
what do you think of that for a knife?’ I 
thought that he was getting big, and that 
he knew how to handie a knife, go I let him 
have it, and told him to be careful. 

*“‘Jamie told me last night that he did 
not stab Joe. He said that they were not 
quarreling over the mask at all, but that 
he was trying to get the knife away from 
Joe, and in the tussle Joe jerked his right 
hand away and the knife went in his 
breast. He had on a thin undershirt, and 
that is why the knife went so deep. If he 
had had a vest on it would hardly have 
scratched him.” ; 

Police Captain Dean of the East EHighty- 
eighth Street Station said the statement 
published to the effect that the boys were 
quarreling, and that James stabbed Joseph 
while angry, was what James said in the 
police station Sunday.

Have Their Earnings Where They 
Can Get Gold at Any Time.

“The people who save a few dollars and 
wut thetn in savings banks,” said a banker 
yesterday tc a reporter for Tus New-York 
TIMES, “‘ are the real money lenders of the 
world. I'he great money lenders—such men 
as the Rothschilds--borrow their money 
from institutions in which sre hoarded the 
savings of millions of the world’s laborers. 
When you affect the interests of working- 
men in any way you affect the business 
health of the world. If you impair their 
prosperity you paralyze the industry and 
progress of the worid. The moment these 
people become suspicious they go to the 
banks and draw out their money. They are 
our best financial barometers. They not 
only indicate ‘storm’ for others, but they 
are the very first to get in ‘out of the 
wee." , 

William J. Becker of the banking firm of 
Henry Bischof & Co., said yesterday that 
a number of his customers are getting 
drafts on Germely for the purpose of hav- 
ing their money held there until the siiver 
craze passes awzy. 

“A man came in here Saturday,” he said, 
“and gtated that he wanted a draft for 
$2,000 on a bank in Germany. While it was 
being prepared for him he began asking 
about the probable effect of the silver 
eraze should Bryan be elected. I !mmedi- 
ately saw that he was afraid he might lose 
his money if he kept it in this country in 
case free and unlimited coinege of silver 
went into effect. I told him that I had no 
fear of any sudden fali in the value of sil- 
ver money, and that the free-silver party 
could do nothing for months. I told him 
that I should fully expect a sweeping de- 
preciation just as soon as the election of 
Bryan becomes at all probable, and that 
gold would rise to a good premium, 

“* Well,’ said he, ‘I shall not wait until 
the bottom begins to drop out. I'll get my 
meney into safe quarters at once.’ He in- 
Siated upon getting the draft and forward. 
ing $2,000 to a relative in Germany to have 
it kept in a bank there until all fear of free 
silver has passed. He told me he had been 
saving this money for years, and had just 
drawn it from three or four savings banks, 

“This is by no means an isolated case. 
Another man came in here Saturday and 
said he had drawn out all the money he 
had in savings banks, and wanted to take 
it with him to Germany and leave it there 
until matters. get settled and secure here 
again. He took it with him. 

* Another man came in this morning and 
asked, in an excited manner, what I 
thought about che silver question. I teld 
him that I did not want to take the respon- 
sibility of saying anything that might in- 
fluence his actions. I had no immediate 
fear for myself, I told him, but I should 
leave the question as to what he ought to 
do entirely to him. He asked if it would 
not be safer to take his money out of the 
savings bank and send it to Germany. This 
question I would not answer, except to say 
that it would be absolutely safe to put it 
in Germany, where it could be had in gold 
at any time. He left the bank, and I think 
he will have his money in Germany as 
quickly as possible. 

“This morning a young man purchased 
a draft, saying as he did so, that it repre- 
sented all he had. He did not wish to risk 
it in this country as long as free silver is 
threatened. 5 

“ 4 woman came in this morning and got 
gold for paper bills. I should not do this 
for a large amount, but did it to accommo- 
date her, as the amount was smail. ‘I 
shall put this by,’ she said. ‘If they get a 
silver currency my present money would 
be worth only half.’ : 

“A number of+«persons are trying Gaily 
to exchange pauper bills for gold. It shows 
that a moveinent to secure gold is setting 
in, and I expect a rush in the next few 
days. The nomination of Bryan has set 
people thinking, and the working people 
especially are getting solicitous' about their 
savings.” 

“Why do your customers send their 
money to Germany?” the reporter asked. 
Would not gold be as safe here?”’ 

“They do not think so,” said Mr. Becker. 
“While gold would go to a premium under 
free silver coinage, they say, no business 
would be secure. The banks might fail, 
and they have no place to keep their gold. 
They feel that it is more secure in Ger- 
many, where they have a gold basis. 

“IT could name several men and firms 
who are hoarding gold. One large concern 
in Wall Street is storing away all the gold 
it can get. I could name some banks tnat 
are already charging a premium on gold, in 
anticipation of what may follow.”

BRIDGE TRUSTEES ENJOINED. 


Cannot Grant Rights on Piaza to 
Trolley Company at Present. 


It was believed yesterday that the Trust- 
ees of the New-York and Brooklyn Bridge 
would give the Brooklyn Heights Railroad 
Company terminal facilities on the bridge 
plaza, in accordance with the plan of Mr. 
Martin, the Superintendent of the bridge, 
and that the company would be empowered 
also to use a pcrtion of Liberty Street, 
which cost Brooklyn nearly a million dol- 
lars to put in proper condition. 

Arthur J. Hughes, a property owner, 
through Almet F. Jenks, his counsel, took 
the matter before Justice Osborne, in the 
Supreme Court, Brooklyn, and asked for a 
temporary injunction restraining the Trust- 
ees from granting to the railroad company 
any concessions or privileges at the bridge 
plaza. The injunction was granted: It was 
served upon the Trustees when they met 
iu the bridge office yesterday afternoon. 
The Trustees and the railroad company 
have twenty days within which to file an 
answer. 

In the application the 
Hughes states: 

“That the defendant, the Brooklyn 
Heights Railroad Company, previous :¢ the 
epening of the said approach, owned and 
possessed as lessee of the Brooklyn 
City Raiireed certain private property on 
the northeastern corner of Fulton and 
Sands Stree.s, which it used for a railroad 
station for terminal purposes, and that, 
anticipating the necessity for increasing 
the terminal facilities for its railroad at 
such point. it also possessed as the lessee 
of the Brooklyn City Railroad other real 
estate of the value of upward of $100,000 
upon the block bounded by Sands Street, 
Fulton Street, High Street. and the prop- 
erty owned by the Bridge Trustees, and 
that such real estate was acquired for the 
City of Brooklyn by the Trustees of the 
bridge for the purpose of said avenue of 
approach, and the said company received 
remuneration therefor, and that this prop- 
erty now forms a part of the very piece 
the bridge company propozes giving away 
to the Brooklyn Heights Railroad.” 

The complaint also states that ‘“‘ the pro- 
nosed action of the individual defendants 
or any of them to vote or grant to ihe 
defendant railroad company the privilege 
of maintaining a station upon such ave- 
nue of approach to the Brooklyn Bridge 
without obtaining or attempting to obtain 
the highest price therefor that can be ob- 
tained, and the offer to permit such de- 
Yendant railroad corporation to have such 
terminal for nothing is a legal fraud, and 
a waste of the moneys and property of the 
City of Brooklyn and an injury to the said 
city.”’

Various Objections Made by Heirs to 
the Property. 


Argument was heard in the Supreme 
Court yesterday before Justice Andrews on 
a motion to confirm the report of the ref- 
ereo for the sale of the property of the es- 
tate of Innocenzio Casanova, another mo- 
tion to set aside the report and order a 
new sale, and a third motion to reopen the 
judgment in the partition suit under Which 
the sale was ordered, and permit the de- 
fendants to put in an answer to the com- 
plaint. 

The estate consists of thirteen acres of 
land alcag the Southern Boulevard, One 
Hundred and Thirty-eighth Strset and 
Longwood and Lafayette Avenues. There 
are ten heirs, seven of whem allege that 


they were served with notice of the parti- 
tion suit by publication. 

Mrs. Marie Louise Mantaivan is one of 
the heirs. She resides in Cuba, and says 
that on account of the war there the ir- 
regularity of the maiis and attendant 
causes she did not receive proper notice 
of the suit and consequent sale. She 
claims, therefore, that the case should 
bé reopéued, 

The other heirs alleve that the property, 
which was sold in one piece for about $120,- 
000, should have been diviced and sold in 
parcels, and that had the property been 
thus sold there would have been a larger 
amount realized for the estate. 

Counsel for Mrs. Dolores Casanova de 
Villaverde, who brought the suit in parti- 
tion, contend that the property could not 
be divided and sold in parcels without 
great prejudice to the heirs; that the sale 
was widely advertised and the property 
brought a good price, and that all the par- 
tles at interest received legal notice of the 
suit and sale. 

Justice Andrews reserved decision.

WORKINGMEN AND SILVER 





SOME O07 THE REASONS THEY;GIVE 
FOR AND AGAINST 17, |

Most of the Arguments for lt Based 
upon a Desire to Try a Change 
for the Purpose of Seeing What 
the Result Would Be—Lhose Who 
Favor Gold Do So Because Free 
Silver Would Place This Country 


at a Disadvantage. 


The efforts of Tur Npew-Yor« Times to 
learn the sentiments of workingmen on the 
silver question were directed yesterday to 


ascertaining the views of. cigarmakers. 


Few cigarmakers were found, who declared 


themselves for free silver. ‘The cigarmak- 


ers are largely of Spanish or Cuban origin, 
and are quite gen¢rally Republicans.’ All 
of the foliowing are employed in the cigar 
factory of Starlight & Co, 122 Pearl 
Street. 

Isaac Fragner, bookkeeper, was in favor 
of silver, and believed that whatever in- 
creased the value «f products must make 
the country richer and thus make very one 
more prosperous. 

Frank Vinot, foreman, is against silver, 
because he believes in the Republican Par- 
ty, and thinks the Republicans would not 
insist on the gold standard unless it was 
all right. 

Anthony Borges, a Republican, hag not 
studied the question thoroughly, but his 1m- 
pression is in favor of gold. ‘ The free coin- 
age of silver,’’ he said, *‘ might be profit- 
able to the owners of silver mines, but the 
question for us in the East to consider is: 
Where do we come in?. Free silver. would 
only benefit the West. With the main- 
tenance of the gold standard we have more 
chances of getting hol@ of some money, 
and the currency will be more evenly dis- 
tributed. Free silver would be monopolized 
by the miners of silver, and we at the 
East would not be benefited.” ‘ 

Bartholomew Rogers, a Republican, be- 
lieves that the workingmen generally will 
vote for McKinley. When he earns $18 in 
a week at his trade he does not want it in 
dollars worth only 60 cents. ‘ Besides,” he 


said, ‘‘ we must have gold to pay our bills to 
European nations.” 

Bartholomew Clicentz is in favor of free 
silver. _ The gold standard,” he said, ‘is 
only a venefit to the Wall Street speculators 
and the rich generally. The silver standard 
would benefit workingmen.’’ 

Frank Gonzalez, a Republican, does not 
believe that the coinage of silver at 16 to 
i will help the*workingmen at al}. “ It will, 
on the contrary,” he said, ** benefit Europe at 
our expense, because under free silver Wuro- 
peans will be able to bring all their old silver 
over here, have it coined into good Amer- 
ican dollars at our mints, and then buy 
American goods with it cheaper than they 
can buy our goods now. Thus we should 
be helping the European market at our 
Sn and in time it would bring 
ruin.” 


. A workman who asked that his name be 


not given is in favor of silver coinage, be- 
ican dollars at our mints, and then buy 
circulation, and thus benefit the working- 
men. Europe, he said, could drown us with 
ver. He-'does not see the uss of the gold 
standard when the Russian Government 
has $600,000,000 worth of gold locked up in 
its Treasury vaults and the Bank of 
France has $300,000,000 in its safe. 

Another man who preferred not to be 

uoted. by name said: ‘‘I suppose he.-is in 
avor of silver because he thinks he’ll get 
some of it. What.is the use of making 
money plentiful unless there is some way 
for a workingman to get some.of it him- 
self? Besides, silver might be all right 
here, but if I have got a lot of money I 
want it to be good everywhere. When I 
go traveling in Europe I want the money 
I have to spend to be perfectly good there. 
I do not care how good my money is here; 
the United States is not the only country 
on earth, and when I go to Europe I do 
not want to be obliged to pass my money 
at a discount,” 

Some workmen in shoe factories were also 
seen. At the Arthur Kenny Company Shoe 
Factory, West Fourteenth and Washington 
Streets, J. Anderson said he thought free 
silver would be a good thing, but not just 
now. ‘‘ The time is too early for it,’’ he 
said. ‘‘ When other countries are sufficient- 
ly progressive to take it up, then will be 
time enough for us to. If we undertake it 
alone it will knock us into a cocked hat.” 

Frederick Van Giliune, a Democrat, 
thinks the times have been hard enough 
under the gold standard to warrant the 
trial of silver just to see if it will not make 
things better. 

John Lynch is in favor of silver. He does 
not want millionaires to have gold to spec- 
ulate with in the way they have been doing 
for the past few years, he sald. “ All the 
rich men want the gold standard because 
it gives them oppertunit’es to inake moncy,”’ 
he said. ‘‘ That was ali Whitney went to 
Chicago for, to keep up his opportunities 
and those of other rich men for making 
money out of gold.’’ e 

John H. Biddell thinks free silver will 
never benefit the masses, because they will 
never get a bit of silver. ‘‘If the capitalists 
find that Bryan is going to be elecied they 
will at once buy up all the silver in the 
eountry to speculate on, and the working- 
men will get none of it,’’ he said. 





CONGRATULATE THE CONTROLLER. 


His Views on Sound Money Approved 
—Position of German-Americans, 


Controlier Fitch, in an interview last 
week, declared emphatically against the 
Chicago ticket and its Populistic platform. 
He has in consequence received many let- 
ters congratulating him on his course.

One Judge of the Court of Appeals 
and Seven uf the Supreme Cour: 
Are to ke Elected—The Probable 

Selection of Candidates—Districts 

Divided 


to 


Unequally with Regard 


to Voters—Vann Have Little 


Oppositicn, 


ALBANY, July 20.—There are to be elected 
this Fall eight judiciai officers, an Associ- 
ate Judge of the Court of Appeals, and 
seven Justices of the Supreme Court. The 
Court of Appeals vacancy is being filled 
by the appointment of Justice Irving G. 
Vann of Syracuse, and was caused by the 


elevation of Justice Rufus W. Peckham to 
the United States Supreme bench. The Re- 
publicans will probably renominate Justice 
Vann for the full term, 

On the Democratic side the names cf 
Justice D. Cady Herrick of Albany, Justice 
Alton B. Parker of Kingston, and Freder- 
ic R. Coudert of New-York have becn men- 
tioned. 

The places to be filled on the Supreme 
Court bench are divided up—three in the 
Second, one in the Third, one in the Fifth, 
one in the Sixth, and one in the Eighih 
District. 

In the Second District, the terms of office 
of Justices Charles Ff. Brown of Newburg,’ 
Jacksen O. Dykman of White Plains, and 
Nathaniel H. Clement of Brooklyn expire! 
Dec, 31 next. The first two were elected as 
Supreme Court Justices, but Justice Clem-; 
ent was transferred by Constitutional) 
enactment from the City Court of Brookiym, 
to the Supreme Court bench. His succes-| 
sor will be elected as a Supreme Court 
Justice, with full powers as such. This 
district, which is composed of the counties 
of Richmond, Suffolk, Queens, Kings, 
Westchester, Orange, Rockland, Putnam,,) 
and Dutchess, is Democratic, but last Fall 
elected two Republican Justices out of 
three, when 288,280 persons cast their votes 
for these officers. i 

The Third District is Democrati¢ by! 
about 3,000, but Alden Chester (Rep.) was 
elected last Fali by a handsome majority. 
Tne voting population is 116,315. Justice 
Stephen L. Mayham of Schoharie will retire. 
Dec. 31, having reached the agé limit. As 
yet, no candidates have been talked of 
on either side. i 

The vacancy in the Fifth District wa@ 
caused by the appointment of Justice Vann, 
who was re-elected for a full term last 
Fall to the vacancy on the Court of Ap-~ 
peals bench. Justice Frank H. Hiscock,; 
after a long fight, was made Supreme Cour 
Justice in the Fifth District by the grace! 
of the Governor, and, therefore, is the 
logical candidate for renomination this Falbj 
by the Republicans, who generally have! 
no opposition in the district. ' 

In the Sixth District, Burr Mattice of! 
Oneonta, the present incumbent, is in the! 
field. The district is overwhelmingly Re-| 

ublican, so that the nomination is equiva-} 

ent to an election. Mattice won out last} 
Winter in a stubborn fight for the tempora-| 
ry designation, after being defeated for the’ 
nomination for the new Justiceship created! 
by the Constitution by Justice Lyon. The 
election of Justice Celora &. Martin to the 
Court of Appeals made the opening fo’ 

Mattice, who was appointed by the Gove 
ermior. , 

Justice John Woodward of Jamestown 
will probably be returned to the Supreme! 
Court in the Eighth District. He also was 
appointed by the Governor after a. har 
battle. The place which he fills was made 
vacant by the election of Edward W. 
Hatch, then e Justice of the Superior Court 
of Buffalo, as Supreme Court Justice. The 
Constitutional provision mede the Superior 
Court Justices Justices of the Suprema} 
Court, and there being a vancancy therein 
by Justice Hatch’s election to another| 
court, the Governor was called upon ta 
fill the vacancy so created. { 

In the First District there wili be two’ 
vacancies next year, Justices George P.| 
Andrews and Charles H. Van Brunt, but 
none this year. Not before 1900 will there! 
be a vacancy in the Fourth or Seventh Dis-} 
trict. Then Justice John R. Putnam wilk 
retire in the Fourth and Justice Charles 
C. Dwight in the Seventh. t 

It would seem from a glance at the rea 
turns of the last election that the judicia. 
districts are unevenly divided. The Firsg 
District contained 257,000 voterz, the Sec= 
ond 288,000, the Third 116,000, Fourth 90, 
000, the Fifth 205,000, the Sixth 87,000, tha 
Seventh 99,000, and the Highth 122,000.

I was asked one morning by my legal 
preceptors, rotter & Patterson, to help 
prepare for trial a lawsuit they had brought 
against the Children’s Industrial Home. I 
was not yet old enough to be admitted to 
the bar, having barely passed my twenti- 
eth birthday, but I had assisted Mr. Pat- 
tersom in the trial of a number of important 
causes, and was thoroughly competent to 
look up and digest authorities, as well as 
to seek out and examine witnesses before 
trial. I knew how to collect salient facts 
and brief leading authorities, and I looked 
forward eagerly to the day when I could 
open a case, as making the first argument 
is called, with my preceptor and friend 
sitting by, making ready for the closing 
speech. Lawyer Patterson had already 
warned me with a laugh against “ open- 
ing” 2 case “so wide" that he “ could not 
close it.” - But I fairly ached for the 
@bance. I didn’t #ée much of interest ahead, 
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however, in this suit of ‘‘ William H. Peck- 
ham and Wife against the Children’s In- 
dustrial Home.” It was a fine May morn- 
ing, and I could not help thinking’ that 
Izaak Walton’s gentle lore was more to 
my taste just then than Sir William Black- 
stone’s, 

Of course, Mr. Patterson had a general 
idea of the facts on which our bill in equity, 
the first paper in such a proceeding, was 
based, for Mr. Potter had talked them over 
with him before drawing the pleadings. Mr. 
Potter always drew our pleadings; Mr. Pat- 
terson said an advocate who was sure of 
his pleadings had his case half won. But 
he thought it just as well that I should 
call on Mr. and Mrs. Peckham that morn- 
ing and make careful notes of the facts and 
dates which he would have to depend on 
them to prove under oath. 


I found them on the porch of the hand- 
some villa Mr. Peckham had taken the 
Spring before. I was struck by the mourn- 








ful beauty of Mrs. Peckham’s face, and 
the graceful melancholy ‘of her voice and 
gestures. I suppose the near approach of 
the date when the sad story of her life 
would have to be told, in public, at the 
county seat, fifteen miles away, had opened 
the old wounds.

Mr. Peckham was a handsome man, of 
military bearing and dignified manners. 
He came to meet me as I walked up the 
lawn and shook his head when I explained 
my employer’s instructions. “I suppose it 
-an’t be helped,” he said, ‘‘ but I am ex- 
‘eedingly sorry that Mrs. Peckham must be 
narassed in this way. She has seemed to 
me unusually depressed in spirits of late.” 
The lady herself showed no hesitation 
when her husband, leaning over the back 
of her long porch chair, explained what I 
hd come for. : 


“J will tell you, as best I can,” she said, 
slowly, “‘of this great grief of my life.” 
Her eyes sought those of her husband, who 
sat by her side, holding her hand with 
that delicate tenderness which is a hus- 
band’s highest compliment to his wife. She 
read encouragement in them asd went on: 

“IT had been living happily, in the town 
of P-— for nearly two years, when my 
first husband,’ Capt. Hste, received a cable- 
gram one Friday night, announcing the 
dangerous illness of his mother, in Milan. 
He was her only son, and the thought 
came into the minds of us both, by a 





lightning flash of sympathy, that he ought 
to go to her. A steamer sailed from Noew- 
York the next day at noon, and although 
the last train to the city had gone down 
that night, it would be easy for him to 
catch the boat Saturday morning. We 
kissed our baby doy, just a year old, as he 
lay asleep in his cradle and set about pack- 
ing my husband’s trunk. He thought he 
would be back again in a month, surely, 
and somehow the dreadful shock of the 
parting had not yet come over me. 
“Weeks passed and I heard no more 
from him. I tried to imagine him over-

askiag him to cable me as scor as he had 
anything definite to communicate.

Bartlett, as she sat on my little vine-cov- 
ered piazza, comforting me, and cried out: 
‘Oh, Fanny, will you keep little Henry if 
i go to Milan? If I don’t do something I 
shall die! I can’t sit here and just wait any 
longer.’ Then I remember I burst into tears 
and sobbed on Fanny Bartlett’s shoulder 
until she soothed me with a speedy acqui- 
escence in my prayer.

“With no less haste than for my hus- 
band’s I prepared for my own departure.

My dia- 
mond earrings, my husband’s present to me 
a short time before, on my birthday, I took 
straight to New-York to the great jew- 
elry house from which I knew he had pur- 
chased them.

I made a few hasty 
purchases, bought a ticket to Genoa, and 
hurried home to my baby. The next day 
but one i was to gail. That night I siept 
but little.

GIRL GUEST MURDERS HER HOST. 


Got Up at Nigbt and Cut Him and His 
Children with Axe. 


HUNTINGTON, West Va., July 20.—Six 
miles above here, at the mouth of Three 
Mile Creek, A. J. Call and his family lived 
in a houseboat. Miss Etta Robbins, twen- 
ty-four years old, a neighbor, staid at 
the house last night and siept with one of 
the daughters. 

Mr. Call and Nettie Call, a daughter, 
are dead. Lottie Cail, another daughter, 
is fatally injured, and Grace Call, eleven, 
and Otis Call, thirteen, are in a critical con- 
dition from terrible axe wounds. A little 
boy. who was sleeping with the father, 
makes the following statement, he being 
the only one outside the Robbins woman 
able to talk: 

“At 3 o’clock this morning I was awak- 
ened by Etta Robbins cutting my father 
with a double-bit axe. My sisters Lottie 
and Nettie ran into our room, and Miss 
Robbins turned on them. She killed Nettie 
and cut Lottie several times. Lottie jumped 
from the boat into the river. She then cut 
several of us children and threw the axe 
at Lottie, who was swimming to the shore.” 

The woman acknowledges the killing of 
A. J. Call, but denies killing the others. 
Call’s head was almost cut off, and his 
heart was visible from a wound in his 
breast. The head of the girl killed was 
also almost cut off and her heart cut out. 
The children were cut in a dozen places. 

A Coroner’s jury decided that Etta Rob- 
bins committed the murders. The boat was 
cut loose ani brought here, and the woman 
placed in jail. The feeling is very strong, 
and thousands of excited persons line the 
river bank, and many threats are heard. 





MRS. MUGFORD WANTS SEPARATION 


Says Her Husband Has Not Kept His 
Ante-Nuptial Agreement, 


Mrs. Mamie H. Mugford began suit in the 
Supreme Court, Brooklyn, yesterday for a 
separation from her husband, Henry L. 
Mugford, a wealthy retired builder. Mrs. 
Mugford asks for alimony and a counsel 
fee. The couple were married Nov. 13, 
1895, and lived at 875 Putnam Avenue. 

Mrs. Mugford claims that before their 
marriage her husband represented himself 
as owning real and personal property val- 
ucd at $75,000, which he offered to divide 
with her if she would marry him. After 
the marriage, Mrs. Mugford says, she dis- 
covered that her husband’s married daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Fanny J. Hovey, had possession 
of this property, and then the trouble be- 
gan.

Justice Osborne gave counsel for 
the husband until Wednesday to hand up 
affidavits.

BUSINESS TROUBLES. 


Bohm Brothers of 270 Grand Street, manu- 
facturers of pearl buttons at 474 East Houston 
Street, made an assignment yesterday to Henry 
K. Davis of Davis & Kaufman of 280 Broad- 
way without preference. Both partners, Rudolph 
and Joseph Bohm, were formerly operators in 
real estate. They started in the lace curtain 
business in 1889, but two years later went into 
the manufacture of pearl buttons, claiming a 
capital of $60,000. A large amount of their 
capital, it is said, was sunk in developing the 
business, which did not turn out as expected. 
Rudolph Bohm owns the factory property at 
474 East Houston Street, and three adjoining 
houses, valued at $120,000, and mortgaged for 
$80,000. The entire property was transferred 
on Saturday to Leopold Bohm for $1. Davis & 
Kaufman said yesterday that the firm had in- 
vested a large amount of money in patented 
machinery and in experimenting to make pearl 
buttons by machinery, their capital had been 
exhausted, business had been very bad, and 
they saw no prospect of better times. The lia- 
bilities will probably reach $30,000 or $40,000, 
but the value of the assets remains to be seen, 
as they consist of machinery and stock. 

—Annie Kurtz, manufacturer of jute bags, at 
7 and 9 Water Street, under the style of the 
Kurtz Bag Company, made an assignment yes- 
terday to William H. Kurtz, without preference. 
She is the wife of Charles W. Kurtz, who man- 
aged the business for her. The business: was 
established ine 1856. C. W. Kurtz was formerly 
of the firm of Kurtz, Blanchard & Co., which 
failed in January, 1888, with liabilities of $300,- 
000. Since then the business has been in his 
wife’s name. The liabilities are currently re- 
ported to be about $50,000.
